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Food or fuel: Competition for world’s crops 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Ambi¬ 
tious government goals for making 
alcohol fuels from crops could boo¬ 
merang by tying food prices to the 
spiraling cost of oil, a new study said 
Saturday. 

In the report, a private re.search 
group concluded that multi-billion 
dollar subsidies for alcohol fuels 
will yield tiny oil savings — and a 
massive demand on cropland. 

The administration, which has an¬ 
nounced subsidies ranging from $« 


billion to $13 billion, hopes to encour¬ 
age production of 500 million gallons 
of ethyl alcohol or ethanol in 1981. 

The alcohol, which could absorb up 
to 5 million tons of the corn recently 
embargoed from export to the Soviet 
Union, is mixed with gasoline in a 
l-to-9 ratio to form gasohol. 

'Tf cropland is shifted to the pro¬ 
duction of fuel for automobiles, it will 
come at the expense of grain for 
export.” Lester Brown, president of 
the Worldwatch Institute, said in the 
study. 


"Reaching the U.S. annual produc¬ 
tion goal of 2 billion gallons of ethanol 
by the mid-1980s would require 20 
million tons of com or its equivalent 
— one-fifth of the current export¬ 
able U.S. grain surplus,” he said. 

The rising price of decontrolled oil 
and marginal world food supplies 
combine to make alcohol fuel produc¬ 
tion a dangerous competitor for crops 
and cropland, the institute study 
said. 

Brown said gasoline could rise to $3 


per gaUon by the end of 1981 and “the 
price of oil may soon set the price of 
food.” 

‘‘As countries turn to alcohol dis¬ 
tilled from agricultural commodities 
as a source of fuel for automo¬ 
biles, more and more farmers will 
have a choice of producing food for 
people or fuel for automobiles. 

‘‘They are likely to produce which¬ 
ever is more profitable,” the report 
said. 

Although soaring food costs can be 


met by affluent owners of the world's 
315 million -cars,, they are certain to 
hurt the world’s poorest people — and 
widen the gap between rich and 
disadvantaged. Brown said. 

If the typical American car ran on 
alcohol, it would require seven tons of 
grain a year, compuri'd to less than a 
ton needed to feed an affluent person. 
Yet annual production levels of 2 bil¬ 
lion gallons of alcohol would only 
save about a week’s worth of gasoline 
at current U.S. consumption rates. 
Brown said. 


Thus, while he agreed with Presi¬ 
dent Carter's Soviet grain embargo, 
he charged the ga.soKol program it 
spawned was "hastily conceived.” 

Brown favored a modest alcohol 
program instead that could fuel farm 
tractors and be based on agricultural 
and food processing w astes instead of 
food crops. 

"I think the idea of burning food in 
an automobile is very questionable,” 
he said.

Waiting for a quick return of your refund che¬ 
que? Here’s a flash from Revenue Canada Taxa¬ 
tion—it may take anywhere from eight to 10 weeks 
before you can start looking for the mail delivery to 
come through. 

Revenue Canada Taxation says that cheques will 
be later than usual this year because of a late start in 
processing returns at four taxation centres. 

The reason: Computers had to be re-programmed a 
second time when legislation for the mortgage interest 
and property tax credit had "noP received approval 
when Parliament was dissolved Dec. 14. Some returns 
were sent out including forms for claiming these 
credits and some were mailed without the forms. 

* The late start in the processing of tax returns 
will affect mainly early tax filers who mailed their tax 
returns before the end of January.

He added: *‘I doubt very 
much if I will run again for 
municipal office.” 

Waring had served five 
years as an alderman with 
Saanich council and four 
with Central Saanich.

VANCOUVER (CP) — 
Alberta overtook British 
Columbia in 1979 as west¬ 
ern Canada’s richest prov¬ 
ince, due primarily to the 
oil price increase that 
began in 1973, says a report 
by the United Steelworkers 
of America. 

The report, released Fri¬ 
day by the USW’s research 
department, said the B.C. 
mining industry will pros¬ 
per in 1980 and the union 
will be going after its share 
of the profits. 

‘‘Alberta Is both the un¬ 
questioned king of the 
boom in the economy of 
western Canada and the 
symbol of the shift in eco¬ 
nomic power to the west, 
it said. 

‘‘The west’s share of the 
national product has in¬ 
creased from 29.9 per cent 
in 1973 to an estimated 33.2 
per cent in 1980,” the report 
,said. 

Alberta accounted for 
more than two-thirds of the 
value of western mineral 
production, due primarily 
to oil and gas production.

‘‘I am not a candidate,” 
Ford said. "1 will not be¬ 
come a candidate.’’ He 
added: “I will support the 
nominee of my party with 
all the energy 1 have.” 


Ford called it "the tough¬ 
est decision of my life be¬ 
cause I believe our country 
is in very deep trouble.” 

“America needs a new 
president,” he said. "That 
single fact is more Impor¬ 
tant than anything else.” 

"I have determined,” he 
.said, "that I can best help 
that cause by not being a 
candidate for president, 
which might further divide 
my party.” 




The latest poll showed 
nine per cent of those inter¬

John Mika, 
chairman of an ad-hoc 
committee on tf'ansporta- 
tion for the handicappt^d. 

The committee endorses 
the “handyDarJ^(handy* 
dial-a-ride-transportation) 
concept developed by the 
Urban Transit Authority 
for a provincial custom 
transit service, Mika says 
in a report to be considered 
by council Monday. 

The committee “strongly 
recommends”: 

• All agencies in the 
Capital Region involved 
with transportation of the 
handicapped participate in 


handyDart by signing lea.se 
agreements making their 
vehicles available for a 
central dispatching pool. 

• Establishment of a 
user advi.sorv committee to 
assist in planning and mon¬ 
itoring transit services. 

• A public meeting be 
held to acquaint people 
with the new concept. 

Essentially, handyDart 


is a comprehensive refin- 
ment of a number of simi¬ 
lar programs developed 
spontaneously in various 
cities in eastern Canada 
over the past decade. It 
envisages transportation 
service parallel to the pub- 
lit transit service which 
would be available in iden¬ 
tified service areas to all

- J. Anthony Wilson, chairman of the 
bargam-hunting firm based at White 
‘Rock, made the offer Saturday in a wire to 
Premier Bennqtt. 

The ferry, built 32 years ago in Scot¬ 
land for Canadian Pacific, has been 
taken off the Seattle-Victoria run by its 
current owner, the government’s B.C. 
Steamship Co., which says the vessel is 
not seaworthy. 

SEVERAL GROUPS and individuals 
have disagreed with the government deci¬ 
sion. The coast guard says It is safe and 
the ship still has a certificate of seaworth¬ 
iness, nece.s.sary for insurance. 

The latest proposal to dispose of 4he 
Marguerite is to sell it for $1 to a 
Victoria non-profit group called Opera¬ 
tion Jetfoil so it could be operated as a 
floating maritime mu.seum. 

Wilson said Pacific Rim would main¬ 
tain the Marguerite as a backup vessel 
on the Seattle-Victoria run and will ac¬ 
quire and operate a tugboat or re.scue ship 
should the Marguerite ever break down 
and leave passengers stranded.

Pacific Rim and its as.sociate com¬ 
pany, Aero-Aquanatic Technology Ltd., 
were the subject of an investigation after 
Christmas when a Vancouver financial 
consultant filed a complaint with William 
Irwin, B.C. superintendent of brokers, 
alleging discrepancies in the purchase of 
the ship. 

A COPY OF the company’s prospectus 
was Icalced to the media and Irwin 
launched an investigation into the com¬ 
pany’s activities because the prospectus 
had not been filed or approved by him. 

The government plans to replace the 
Marguerite on the Seattle-Victoria run 
which is vital to Victoria’s tourist industry 
with the smaller Queen of Prince Rupert.

Domestic workers 
have case heard 


OTTAWA (CP) — A na 
tional feminist organiza¬ 
tion plans to pre.ss the new 
Liberal government for 
protection of foreign do¬ 
mestic workers from ex¬ 
ploitation. 

The group says the injus¬ 
tice is allowed under an 
immigration law which 
.says in effect: “If you don’t 
like it, find another iob or 
go home.” 

The domestic workers 
issue was a dominant topic 
at the seventh annual 
meeting of members of the 
Toronto-based National 
Action Committee on the 
Status of Women, a federa¬ 
tion of more than 100 
womens’ organizations 
across the country. 

They plan to ask for the 
changes Monday in meet¬ 
ings with federal politi¬ 
cians, including Lloyd Ax- 
worthy, minister of 
employment, immigration 
and the status of women. 

Axworthy is the first 
minister lo preside over a 
portfolio that couples 
womens’ rights with em¬ 


ployment and immigra¬ 
tion. Previously thy were 
with health and wel^re. 

Under existing immigra¬ 
tion law thousands of do¬ 
mestic workers are al¬ 
lowed into Canada under 
temporary work permits. 
These are tied to contracts 
in which the federal gov¬ 
ernment recommends but 
does not enforce minimum 
hours of work and wage 
rates. 

Delegates to the confer¬ 
ence were told that many 
domestics are overworked, 
underpaid ancl often the 
victims of sexual, racial 
and psychological abuse 
from Canadian employers 
who treat them like slaves 
because there are no laws 
forbidding it. 

“The only rea.son Canada 
allows this guest worker 
into Canada is for cheap 
labor,” said Mirjana Vuk- 
man-Tcnebaum, a former 
cook-housekeeper who now 
heads the Toronto Labor 
Rights for Domestic Ser¬ 
vants organization.

VANCOUVER (CP) — 
The New Westminster local 
of the longshoremen’s 
union has been ordered to 
reinstate a worker expelled 
from the union because he 
took a second job. 

The Canada Labor Rela 
tions Board ruled that the 
union miist reimburse 
Terry Matus for eight 
months’ wages he lost be¬ 
cause he violated the long¬ 
shoremen’s constitution by 
joining another union in 
order to moonlight. 

The board ruled that the 
clause in the union’s consti¬ 
tution prohibiting dual 
union membership was dis¬ 
criminatory and ignored 
contemporary develop¬ 
ments that itr said were 
forcing increasing num¬ 
bers of people to work at 
more than one job. 

The board called the 
clause an unsavory incen¬ 
tive for workers wi.shing to 
earn extra money “ter 
scramble for work in non- 
uniortized, perhaps anti¬ 
union enterprises.”

Cuba offers haven for rebels 


BOGOTA (AP) - Cuban 
President Fidel Castro has 
offered asylum to guerril¬ 
las holding an estimated 
two dozen hostages includ¬ 
ing the U.S. ambassador 
and 18 other foreign diplo¬ 
mats in the Dominican Re¬ 
public embassy,'a Colom¬ 
bian newspaper reported 
Saturday. 

The newspaper, El Ticm- 
po. said the offer of asylum 
was relayed to Colombian 
President Julio Cesar Tur- 
bay Ayala In a message 
sent by Castro on Friday. 

The newspaper did not 
cite sources for its report. 
It is, however, regarded as 
informative. It is also gen 
ef^ally politically aligned 
with the government. 

Other unofficial but in¬ 
formed sources said Castro 
offered in the message to 
have the Cuban ambassa¬ 
dor in Bogota, Fernando 
Ravelo, serve as mediator 
between the government 
and the guerrillas. 

Neither the ambassador 
nor the president’s office 
would disclose contents of 
the Cuban leader’s mes¬ 
sage. 


Rhodesia 
air board 
forced out 

SALISBURY, Rhodesia 
CUPI) — All eight board 
members of the govern¬ 
ment’s radio-TV authority 
resigned under pressure 
Saturday in the first major 
administrative shake-up 
under Prime Minister-des¬ 
ignate Robert Mugabe, 
who vowed to overhaul the 
country’s white-dominated 
institutions. 

The Marxist guerrilla 
leader, who .scored a mas¬ 
sive victory in the recent 
British-supervised elec¬ 
tion, officially takes power 
April 18 when Rhodesia is 
to become the independent 
and black-ruled Republic 
of Zimbabwe. 

Sources close to the Zim¬ 
babwe Rhodesia Broad¬ 
casting Corp., which runs 
all radio and television 
broadcasting in Rhodesia, 
said the members of the 
board of governors made 
their decision after meet¬ 
ing with Information Min¬ 
ister Nathan Shamuyarira 
Friday. 

Mugabe had said previ¬ 
ous administrations used 
the broadcasting network 
as a weapon in the .seven- 
year war against his guer¬ 
rillas. 

He said the British 
Broadcasting Corp. has 
been asked to help with the 
overhaul of the broadcast¬ 
ing authority. 

In an immediate change, 
the local radio’s 8 a.m. 
newscast will no longer be 
the one transmitted from 
neighboring white-ruled 
South Africa. 


Radio Havana said in a 
broadcast monitored in 
Miami, Fla., Friday that 
Cuba had sent Turbay 
Ayala a “proposition” to 
help resolve the crisis. 

The broadcast said the 


message was delivered to 
Turbay Ayala by Ravelo, 
who said the Colombian 
president was receptive to 
the idea.

Mr. Mugabe’s 
metamorphosis? 


It is hardly a secret that Robert Mugabe's 
sweeping election victory in Rhodesia was 
unexpected and to a degree unwanted by the 
British government and its interim colonial 
administration team in Salisbury. 

To the United Kingdom and .many of the 
Western Alliance nations — to say nothing of 
South Africa — the thought of the strife-worn 
colony being handed over to an avowed Marx-> 
ist was not only unpalatable but unthinkable. 

What had been wishfully anticipated was 
that no single party would win an outright 
majority and that a coalition of moderate or 
near-m^erate parties (such as those led by 
Joshua Nkomo and Bishop Abel Muzorewa) 
would form the new government with perhaps 
the white Rhodesian Front Party wUh its 20 
seats holding the balance of power. 

The result of the election was far removed 
from such hopes: Mugabe received such an 
overwhelming majority that it was more than 
sufficient to give his party alone the strength* 
and the right— under the democratic British 
electoral and parliamentary system — to 
govern the country immediately Britain with¬ 
draws its colonial administration, a move now 
set for midnight April 17. 

Thus were the greatest pre-election fears 
of many realized. While white Rhodesians 
quietly pondered what their fate would be 
under a man who had been their fiercest 
enemy for more than seven years of bloody 
guerrilla war, South Africa responded by is¬ 
suing a warning to the world at large that it 
would brook nq interference in its internal 
affairs by the new Marxist-ruled nation on its 
borders. 

Displaying a political suavity that had to 
be admired, Prime Minister-designate Mu¬ 
gabe moved quickly to field this threat while at 
the same time meeting the obvious and very 
real forebodings of the white Rhodesians by 
publicly outlining his hopes and plans for the 
future. 

Among his declared intentions on foreign 
affairs were: to foster “good neighborliness” 
with South Africa and to maintain existing 
trade and sports links between the two coun¬ 
tries. To this he added that although he would 
oppo.se Pretoria's racial policies morally and 
diplomatically, he would take no military 
action against South Africa and would deny 
bases in Zimbabwe to guerrillas seeking to 
topple its white minority government. 

On the home front he pledged that white 
Rhodesians would retain their property rights 
and only land owned by absentee landlords 
would be taken over for collective farms. To 
further allay-their fears, he announced that 
Rhodesian army chief (jen. Peter Walls would 
be named commander of Zimbabwe's armed 
forces, and that two white Rhodesians, would 
be given cabinet posts. 

So reasonable was his attitude, so pleasing 
his words and so conciliatory his tone, that 
even his erstwhile greatest foe, Ian Smith, who 
just a few weeks ago had labelled him “the 
apostle of Satan” suddenly now sees him as a 
“sober and responsible” leader. 

Can this be the same man, the same Mr. 
Mugabe who only recently talked of the need 
for a one-party Marxist state and threatened 
that Ian Smith and “his criminal gang” would 
be “taken before a peoples' court, judged and, 
1 sincerely hope, shot by a firing .squad”? Can 
this be the same leader who told his guerrilla 
army that the “white exploiters” would not 
keep an acre of land? 

Can a leopard change its spots? 

For the sake of all black and white 
Zimbabweans, let's hope this particular leop¬ 
ard can. . .

Squatters battle police in Amsterdam 


AMSTERDAM — Behind the fa¬ 
cade of quaint L7th-century houses on 
tree-lined canals that millions of 
tourists come to see every year, there 
is another Amsterdam, a city of hope¬ 
less overcrowding, of mounting ten¬ 
sion and anger. 

Recently, to almost no one’s sur¬ 
prise, that tension exploded into vio¬ 
lent street demonstrations, the worst 
in many years. The most serious 
clash, last week, was between the 
police and some of the more militant 
among the. city’s 10,000 .squatters, 
most of them young people who live in 
6,000 to 7,000 abandoned buildings. 

Fighting broke out when riot po¬ 
licemen, aided by army Leopard 
tanks, demolished barricades the 
squatters had erected around one of 
the more popular squatter neighbor¬ 
hoods, a block or two from the famous 
Concertgebouw orchestra hall. More 
than 1,000 policemen and soldiers ^ 
took part in the action against 300 to 
400 demonstrators. A dozen students 
and 23 policemen were injured, none 
seriously. City officials put the dam¬ 
age at $500,000. 

Henk, a youth of 22 with tousled - 
hair, is one of the leaders of the' 
squatters, called krakers in Dutch. 
He works out of an abandoned five- 
storey building, one of the .squatters’ 
“action centres,’’ that is near the 
heart of the city. He uses no last 
name. “We get enough harassment as 
it is,’’ he .said. 

“The demonstrations were inevit¬ 
able,’’ Henk said. “The only surprise 
is that they didn’t happen .sooner. " 
There have been squatters in Am¬ 
sterdam since the 1960s, he said, but 
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the movement has grown rapidly in 
the last three or four years, aided by 
what the squatters say is a loop¬ 
hole in the law that permits people to 
take over abandoned buildings. 

Most of the occupied premises are 
small office buildings and homes 
turned into offices near the centre of 
the city. Many tompanies have 
moved to new premises In the sub- 
burbs, and the older structures are 
not wanted, even though they are in 
good neighborhoods, because they 
iirg not generally suitable for conver- 
si(^ to luxury housing. 

From time to time, however, the 
owners decide to convert one of the 
buildings and the squatters are evict¬ 
ed. Last fall, when a .squatter-occu¬ 
pied building was scheduled for 
demolition, the squatters refused to 
leave on the ground that the site was 
to be turned into luxury housing at a 
time when the city needed space 
for poor people. A non-violent demon¬ 
stration was held. 

According to theiiquatters, the po¬ 
lice waded in, clubs flailing, and 
drove the demonstrators off. The 
city council, prodded by its Commu¬ 
nist minority, postponed the demoli¬ 
tion. It was postponed again in De¬ 
cember and again in January. This 
month the city decided to remove the 
squatters, which is when the barri¬ 
cades wen* erected. 

The barricades were destroyed

Protecting tropical forests 
and their treasury of resources 


NAIROBI, Kenya —The 
hot, humid forests of the 
Amazon and Africa, crawl¬ 
ing with life, packed with 
plants, the soils fertile with 
“at least 40 per cent of 
Earth’s 5 million to 10 mil¬ 
lion species,’’ were well re¬ 
presented in the confer¬ 
ence room. 

Some 80 scienti.sts. and 
tree experts who study the 
world’s tropical forests — 
representatives from Mex¬ 
ico to Thailand — were 
here to deplore the un¬ 
planned exploitation of 
forests and to suggest a 
program for their develop¬ 
ment and protection. 

The host for this unusual 
“meeting of experts on 
tropical forests’’ was the 
United Nations Environ¬ 
ment Program (UNEP). 

And some surprising 
facts about jungle areas 
were revealed. 

Plant productivity from 
forests surpasses that of 
any other natural ecosys¬ 
tem and accounts for as 
much as one-third of all 
terrestrial plant growth 
throughout the world each 
year. Dr. Mustapha Tolba, 
head of the UNEP, said in 
opening remarks. 

Yet, he pointed out, "We 
know more about certain 
sectors of the moon’s sur¬ 
face than about remote 
tracts of (these) forests.’’ 
Jungles are the world’s

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least-investigated areas of 
plant life, Tolba said. 

The promise of forests, 
he said, is their tremendous 
stores of genetic resources 
and germ plasm, which 
have agricultural, medical 
and industrial uses — 
stores that can be of great 
benefit to third world coun¬ 
tries, which, generally, 
have larger tracts of 
forests than developed na¬ 
tions. 

Third world govern¬ 
ments, however, long have 
considered forests to be ob¬ 
stacles to development, 
Tolba noted. Forestry de¬ 
partment operations in 
these countries have been 
overshadowed by other, 
more powerful govern¬ 
ment bureaucracies. They 
are short of funds, short of 
professional personnel and 
above all, short of “politi¬ 
cal prominence,’’ he said. 

Intelligent development 
of forests to fulfil their 
promise for mankind is “a 
major challenge of the fu¬ 
ture,’’Tolba said. 

The conference called 
for immediate worldwide 
recognition of the impor¬ 
tance of tropical forests; 
greatly expanded surveys, 
especially through “re¬ 
mote sensing’’ techniques; 
more research to devise 
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but the squatters were allowed to 
remain. “We won,’’ said Jan, a bal- 
dish, bearded man of about 50. “We 
faced up to the arrogance of power 
and we won. The tanks were our 
victory, not theirs.’’ 

The city authorities and the squat¬ 
ters are actually hot so far apart in 
their views. “It is a terrible situ¬ 
ation,’’ .said J.K. Buisman, a city 
spokesman, “because there is no 
quickiiOlution and because the city’s 
role is limited.’’ 

Almost all housing activity, Buis¬ 
man said, is controlled by the nation¬ 
al government. Several housing pro¬ 
jects initiated by the elty have been 
vetoed by the government as too ex¬ 
pensive. There are 53,000 names on 
the city’s list of residents seeking new 
housing, and tRere are thousands 
more, most of them immigrants from 
Suriname and foreign workers, who 
desperately need hew housing and 
have not applied. There are about 
35,000 Syriname immigrants among 
the city’s 700,000 population. 

Amsterdam has 300,000 dwelling 
units, Buisman said, of which 100.000 
were built before 1900 and are obso¬ 
lete. The city has lK*en building new 
housing since the Second WoNd War 
but the pace has been slow and 
con.struction not always attuned to 
reality. “We have concentrated on 
family units,” he said, “but right 


now the need is for small apartments 
for single people.” 

“This is a new phenomenon,” he 
went on, “born of affluence. Every 
18-year-old wants to come to the 
-city and have his or her own place. 
There is no way they can all be 
accommodated.” Most of them, he 
added, are students and dropouts. 

The squatters deny that they are 
mostly young. “We are the mosA 
visible ones,” Henk said, “becau.se 
we are the ones who take to the 
streets when necessaiy. There are 
many elderly and infirm and there 
are people with families. ” 

Joost, another young squatter 
leader, predicted more violence. 
“There is nothing the city council 
can do; nothing they want to do.” he 
said. “We are fairly sure that there 
are city council members in collu 
Sion with some of the big developers 
in the city, the people who turn old 
places into tiny apartments that rent 
for $1,000 a month.” 

The principal buildings occupied 
by the squatters are painted with 
gaudy slogans expres.sing defiance of 
the Amsterdam authorities in par 
ticular and all authority in gemTal 
But city officials are more concerned 
about a .specific problem: the squat¬ 
ters’ threat to dramatize their plight 
at the time of the inauguration of 
Queen Beatrix on April 30. There Is no 
coronation in the Netherlands. 

The squatters have come up with a 
slogan, “No housing, no crown,” and 
city officials do not lightly dismiss 
the ability of the approximately 10. 
000 squatters to disrupt the festivi 
ties.

ways to use forest ecosys¬ 
tems to their best advan¬ 
tage; application of agro¬ 
forestry, and protection of 
at least 10 per cent of the 
forests to safeguard the 
qiajority of species. 

But the scientists empha¬ 
sized that the major prob¬ 
lems to better forestry 
management are socio¬ 
economic. The majority of 
populations of the humid 
tropics are rural. People 
are moving from urban 
areas into forest areas. 
Mass campaigns of public 
education about more re¬ 
sponsible attitudes to the 
forests are e.s.sential, scien¬ 
tists said. 

Warning of imminent 
dangers to haphazard for¬ 
estry management, Tolba 
added that recent data 
shows actual forest cover is 
being wiped out in amounts 
equal to 50,000 square kilo¬ 
metres a year. 

“Due to deforestation in 
the Himalayan foothills,” 
he noted, “the annual cost 
of flood damage in India 
alone ranges between $150 
million and $750 million ~ 
the cost of the forestry 
practices of the pa.st.” 

There have been en-« 
couraging discoveries 
from new fe.search in jun¬ 
gle areas, and the.se also 
were reported at the con¬ 
ference. 

Over the last few months, 
Tolba said, there have been 
reports that a tree deep in 
the heart of the Amazon 
rain forests has a fruit con¬ 
taining several useful in¬ 
dustrial materials. One of 
the materials is so akin to 
hydrocarbons that It could 
serve as a substitute for 
diesel oil. 

Another positive de¬ 
velopment, Tolba said, is 
the increased consumption 
of the “winged bean,’’ 
which finally is catching 
hold outside of Southeast 
Asia. This year, the pro¬ 
tein-rich vegetable Is being 
grown in 50 countries 
throughout the tropics.

A number of words come to mind in connection 
with the 23 per cent saihry increase recommended for 
regional directors by the Capital Region Board's 
finance committee. 

For reasons of propriety and in recognition of this 
publication’s family newspaper status, obscene and 
reprehensible will have to sufHce. 

First off, it’s interesting to note that the same 
people who are recommending a 23 per cent pay hike 
for themselves haveJtept employees to a seven and a 
quarter per cent raise. Nothing beats a rotten example 
for its morale-destroying effect. 

And you may safely bi*t your last six or seven per 
cent raise that the unions will remember a caper, such 
as a 23 per cent increase, come next negotiating 
time. 

And .so they should, because the same people who 
are now advocating a steep raise for themselves were 
piously pleading the taxpayers’ poverty when the em¬ 
ployees negotiated their last contract. 

The other consideration is that every pay increase 
should have at least some basis in merit, and I couldn’t 
think of a political body that merits a raise less than the 
regional board. 

A MORE INEPT government has never bled 
the taxpayer. These are the people who can’t guide the 
construction of a sewage outfall without getting into 
massive law suits and losing pipes ail over the place. 

These are the people who can’t get their act 
together on the takeover of public transit. 

These are the people who get a little waterfront 
park on Wharf Street free of charge and spend $200,000 
turning it into a concrete retreat for winos. 

And board chairman James Campbell’s lament 
about the increa.sed workload isn’t very convincing. 
The workload may have increased, but the board’s 
ability to handle it hasn’t. 

In fact, the major rea.son for the increased work¬ 
load is the board’s spectacular ineptitude. 

They should have their pay cut, not increased. And 
if the recommendation for the 23 per cent hike goes 
through, every board member voting in favor should be 
turfed out by the voters at the earliest opportunity. 

THERE’^I BEEN SOMETHING fishy about the 
whole Princess Marguerite affair ever since the gov¬ 
ernment said the ship won’t go into another season’s 
service. 

And with each manoeuvre the provincial govern¬ 
ment performed to get itself out of the glue, the smell 
got worse. 

Assertions ty Premier Bennett and Transport 
Minister Alex Fraser that the government won’t have 
the deaths of women and infants on its conscience if the 


Maggie should run into problems sound more like a 
soap opera script than government logic. 

A lot of experts on the Subject said the ship was 
safe. Lloyd’s of London gave her an A-1 Insurance 
rating; the Canadian Coast Guard declared her safe; 
the engineers who know what keeps the old lady 
together said she was fit. 

But the Socreds said she wasn’t. On the strength of 
.some .reports which it won’t release, the government 
said the Magg/pcouldn’t and wouldn’t sail. 

And yet, we were told by the coast guard that some 
of the .safety deficiencies from which the vessel was 
.supposedly suffering were in fact qufle minor and 
applied to many of the B.C. Ferries vessels as well. 

IT WAS SUGGESTED some time ago that the 
government had actually sold the Magg/eand couldn’t- 
back out. I found that explanation difficult to believe 
becailse the the B.C. Steamship Corp. would have had 
to be in on the deal and we would have heard about it. 

But that didn’t mean the government hadn’t 
promi.sed the old girl to someone. 

Now we know. A deal has been cooked up between 
the government and the Victoria Chamber of Com 
merce to introduce jetfoil service to the Victorla-Seat- 
tlerun. 

As long as the Maggie was operating, the compeTi 
tion for jetfoils was too great. With the old girl out of 
the way, things are looking up for the Boeing pi*ople. 

And I don’t believe for a'moment that the scheme 
was born yesterday. A Boeing repre.sentative has 
practically bc^en living in the Parliament Buildings for 
the pa.st six months, lobbying the government. 

AS FOR THE NON-PROFIT society which is to 
operate the jetfoil .service, how long (h> you think that 
arrangement will last? 

Next summer you may expect the government to 
withdraw the Rupert from the Victoria-Seattle run, 
leaving the field clear for private enterprise to operate 
the jetfoil service. 

And then you will .see the people who have advocat¬ 
ed jetfoils come out of the woodwork, 1)ecause there’ll 
be money to be made. 

The whole Marguerite business stinks, but at least 
we now know where the smell comes from. 

ON A DIFFERENT subject altogether, it seems 
Victoria Aid. William McElroj' needs to sharpim his 
debating skills a little. 

To call a reporter who wrote something unflatter¬ 
ing about him an (expletive>deieted) ’’Nazi” falls a 
littje .short of an intelligent reply.

Ryan’s council could rule Canada ri^W£RTC0STLY-N 

y Howcome Jim Hume didn’t give us both sides of 


Claude Ryan may well be 
the next premier of Que¬ 
bec. If he has his way 
on constitutional matters 
he will also be a dominant 
forcer in Ottawa. This is 
spelled out in the Quebec 
Liberal party’s recent 
White Paper, A New Ca¬ 
nadian Federation. 

In Mr. Ryan blueprint 
for Canada the Quebec pre- 
mier would also be the 
leader of a Quebec block in 
a new ’’federal council”. 
Replacing the Senate It 
would have the power to 
veto laws and delay other 
measures passed by our 


elected House of Com¬ 
mons. 

Quebec would have the 
biggest voice in Mr. Ryan’s 
new council. It would have 
25 per cent of the votes on 
some issues and 50 per cent 
on others. As a two-thirds 
majority is needed to vali¬ 
date international treaties 
and approve arrangements 
between Ottawa and the 
provinces premier, Ryan’s 
influence at the national 
level would be impressive 
indeed. 

Imagine an upper house 
made up of 10 provincial 
teams each headed by a 


provincial premier. Some 
blocks would be bigger 
than others and Quebec, 
ganging up with one or 
more of the small prov¬ 
inces, could insist on settle¬ 
ments in areas of federal 
jurisdiction as the price Ot¬ 
tawa has to pay for its 
co-operation in federal- 
provincial affairs. 

Mr. Ryan’s new “coun¬ 
cil” has been described as 
a “House of Obstruction”. 
It could hamstring Parlia¬ 
ment where emergency 
measures or tax increases 
were concerned. 

The Quebec premier, 
dictating how the Quebec 


block voted, could have a 
major say in this new na- 
tionaL forum. That is the 
message which Mr. Ryan Is" 
trying to get across. After 
all, he has to upstage Que¬ 
bec’s present premier, 
Rene Levesque, somehow. 

If I had to choose be¬ 
tween Claude Ryan’s frus¬ 
trating federalism and 
Rene Levesqi^’s separa¬ 
tism I would opt for the 
latter. We westerners could 
live with a separate Que¬ 
bec. What we can’t and 
won’t abide is Quebec poli¬ 
ticians runKing our nation¬ 
al affairs for us!

Talk Politics 

with Jim Hume 


The question period droned on in the Legislature last 
week with little new added to the sum total of human 
knowledge. 

One of the problems is that NDP Lawyers Alex 
Macdonald, Gary Lauk and Stu Leggatt are crossing * 
swords with Social Credit lawyers Allan Williams and 
Garde Gardom—with Brian Smith, Jack Heinrich and 
Rafe Mair on standby as backup counsel should the two 
principals get into trouble. 

So far, the edge has to go to Attorney-General 
Williams and his pr^ecessor. Intergovernmental Rela 
tions Minister Gardom. 

At issue is the serious question of the intervention, 
real or alleged, of deputy attorney-general Dic^( Vogel in 
three criminal cases. It has been alleged, by the CBC, that 
Vogel interfered with the course of justice. The Opposition 
has gleefully jumped on the CBC allegations, but so far 
without too much skill. 

THE DIFFICULTY LIES In the credibility of Mac 
donald who tends to be too glib for his own good and the 
fact that Lauk envisages himself as the poor-man’s Perry 
Mason and addresses his questions with all the bite of a 
criminal lawyer trying to discredit a witness. 

Lauk says, irt the corridors, that he would love the 
right to cross-examine. He is quite convinced that if he 
had that right he would be able to demolish Williams and 
Gardom in one sweet afternoon of courtroom vendetta. 

Those of us who have witne.ssed his performance so 
far do not share his confidence. 

The fact is that of the three NDP lawyers asgiqg- 
questions so far (four if you include Jim Lorimer). only 
one, Leggatt, has shown identifiable skill in the asking of 
questions. 

Unfortunately for the NDP, Leggatt is confined to the 
role of junior counsel in the political probe. The senior 
counsel are Macdonald anc^Lauk and neither displays the 
mental or legal skills of their colleague. 

Nor, so far, have they demonstrated any ability to 
match Gardom and Williams. 

Le.sser witnesses may well have been intimidated or 
confused by the perambulations of Macdonald and the 
snap of Lauk. 

BUT NOT COOL and collected Williams and not the 
fast-stepping, skilfully evasive (Jardom. 

Typical of Lauk’s examination of the faicts were the 
que.stions he asked last Thursday afternoon in the hope of 
trapping Williams into false statements regarding dates 
of conversations held last fall, and his attempt to find out 
in detail just what those conversations were all about. 

It was like watching a bright-eyed young lawyer 
barely out of law school come up against Clarence 
Darrow. In other words, a mismatch which, if attempted 
in the boxing ring, would have bwn called off because off 
the obvious danger to the younger boxer. 

In this still-young session, all of the ammunition fired 
by the NDP has been manufactured by the media. That 
fact alone may account for the inability of the NDP. even 
when provided with the ammunition and the weapons, to 
load and fire with any degree of skill. 

The investigations into the allegations are far from 
javer, but any advantage the NDP had in the early going is 
quickly di.sappearing, basically because the old guard w ill 
not permit the new boy, Leggatt, to take over the case. 

IN ADDITION TO the obvious error in team selection, 
an error which should result in the coach being fired, the 
NDP has been forced by house rules to fire at the wrong 
target. 

Under the rules of the question pt^riod, the Opposition 
can only ask questions of the minister at present in charge 
of a ministry. In other words, while they would dearly love 
to direct all of their fire at Gardom, the attorney-general 
when the events in question took place, they cannot. 

That means that any questions on waffling or uncer 
tainty or even acceptance of “errors of judgment” must 
be directed to Williams. And he has the perfect out. First 
he Is clean as the proverbial whistle, and second he was 
not attorney-general at the time. 

When last Thursday the Opposition tried to swing the 
attack to Gardom, he quite blithely referred them to the 
rules by pointing out that as he was no longer the 
attorney-general, he didn’t have to answer questions on 
that ministry. 

That may well be called a cop-out, but it was also gmul 
courtroom strategy. 

IT JUST WASN’T a good week for the NDP even 
though it started out with such high promi.se. 

Even Macdonald’s attempts at humor—and he usual¬ 
ly gel’s full marks for that—went awry. 

In addressing one question to Gardom, he referred to 
him as the minister of intergovernmental affairs. 

“The term is (intergovernmental) relations,’’ Gar 
dom chuckled. “Affairs are what you are involved in.” 

And so the week rolled by with the tide slowly turning 
against the Opposition, becau.se of Incptness and because 
the skills of the lawyers answering the questions were 
higher than the skills of the lawyers asking the questions. 

1 suspect that as the weeks go by, unless the media 
provides them with more ammunition to fire wildly, the 
tide will turn even more. 

Williams is a careful man. He Is also an honorable 
man, difficult to tarnish. When his investigation is fin 
ished, the conclusion in, he will not hesitate to launch his 
own attack, against Vogel if it is established that he 
committed wrongdoing, against the NDP If the deputy is 
cleared. 

IF YOU ARE A POLITICS watcher, it might be an 
idea to get tickets for the hou.se that day. It will Ik* lively. 

Adding to the general di.scomfiture during the week 
was the first budget of finance Minister Hugh Curtis. It 
Wa.sn’t the most dramatic document in the world. It didn’t 
contain dreams and visions which could bi* praised or 
attacked. 

It was just a solid document, well researched, well 
presented, and leaving the Opposition little room to work 
up a counter-attack. 

The full battle has not-yet started, of course. That 
doesn’t come until the legislators get away from the 
general debate ^nd into the specifics of spending and the 
even more important specifics of legislation. 

Maybe when that time arrives the NDP can turn 
things around and once again seize the initiative. But for 
now, give the early rounds to the government.

Saudi Arabia looks to its other 50%

NEW YORK (UPI) - 
Saudi Arabia, where 
women are not permitted to 
drive an automobile and 
the majority still wear the 
veil in public, plans to dra¬ 
matically expand the role 
of the working woman, a 
leading Saudi industrialist 
said. . 

“Saudi Arabia’s Third 
Five-Year plan, which 
begins in May 1980, will 
emphasize the develop¬ 
ment of women,’’ said 
Sheikh Nasir Mohammed 
Ashemimry. “We realized 
. that 50 per cent of our' 
power was not being uti¬ 
lized.” 

Mideast experts esti¬ 
mate the Saudi govern¬ 
ment is prepared to spend 
at least $200 billion on its 
ambitious new plan that 
also will focus on agricul¬ 
ture, mining and comple¬ 
tion of the kingdom’s net¬ 
work of transportation and 
communications facilities. 

Ashemimry said the 
large-scale involvement of 
women in Saudi business 
and -government will be a 
gradual process. 

“We want to do it slowly 
so that we do not sacrifice 
our customs and tradi-

tions,” he said. “We don’t 
want another Iran on our 
hands.’* 

m the Moslem jcingdom 
men and women are segre¬ 
gated in public life. 

Saudi women are educat¬ 
ed separately in secondary 
schools and universities 
and some already have 
moved into the labor force, 
primarily as teachers. 

But job opportunities 
have b^n severely limited 
for Saudi women up until 
now. “Where would women 
work?’’ Ashemimry asked 
rhetorically. 

Under the kingdom’s new 
five-year plan women will 
be able to hold office Jobs, 
where they will be segre¬ 
gated from male em¬ 
ployees, according to Ashe¬ 
mimry. 

^omen wearing veils 
can remove them once they 
are in the presence of their 
female co-workers.

That terrible 10 per cent 


NEW YORK (AP) — In 
every office about 10 per 
cent of the employees are 
“relentlessly difficult’’ to 
work with, a California 
. management consultant 
says in Time Magazine. 

The newsmagazine said 
that Robert Bramson, after 
studying 400 office man¬ 
agers and other workers, 
found that office staffers 
fall into three categories: 
10 per cent are the office 
troublemakers, 70 per cent 
are unable to cope with the 
troublemakers and 20 per 
cent are not bothered by 
them. 

Bramson, 54, said his of¬ 
fice-harmony program is 
based on a simple premise: 


difficult people learn their 
bad behavior “precisely 
because it has worked for 
them (and) elicits predict¬ 
able, typical reaction from 
other people.” 

He described five types 
of troublemakers and said 
each should be dealt with 
differently. — 

• The hostile-aggres- 
sives include the “Sherman 
tanks,” “snipers” and “ex¬ 
ploders.” 

The way to cope with the 
loud, pushy Sherman is to 
look him “straight in the 
eye, call him by name and 
state your disagreement 
using phrases like Mn my 
opinion,’ ” Bramson said. 

Snipers use sarcasm or 


irony and “should be asked 
to explain and expand their 
remarks,” he said. 

• The second group of 
troublemakers are the 
complainers, who “lace 
their speech with ’always’ 
and ‘never.’ ” He advises 
bosses merely to respond 
with “urns” and “ahs.” 

• Third, he said, are the 
indecisive troublemakers, 
who come in two varieties: 
“analysts” afraid of mak¬ 
ing a mistake and needing 
lots of support, and “be 
nicers,” afraid of making 
enemies, who .should not be 
.shown any enthusiasm. 

• The fourth variety are 
the unresponsive trouble¬ 
makers, “too frightened, 


confused or hostile to dis¬ 
cuss matters.” Bramson 
suggests trying to “out- 
walt” them by staring at 
them in a “friendly fash¬ 
ion” without saying a word. 

• Bramson dubbed the 
fifth group the know-it-alls, 
who come in two types. 
There are the “real experts 
who are right about 75 per 
cent of the time, and the 
phoney experts who are 
inept and usually wrong.” 

Bramson’s final piece of 
advice, if all else fails, is: 
“The best way to cope with 
difficult people is to get as 
far away from them as 
quick as you can.” 


Rafhi in Riyahd and Na¬ 
tional Commercial Bank in 
Jeddah. “Everyone from 
the president to the janitor 
is a woman,” he said. 

Ashemimry, the owner of 
a diversified Saudi indust¬ 
rial firm with strong com¬ 
mercial ties to the United 
States, said the kingdom is 
actively seeking American 
investors to participate in 
its technolo^cal develop¬ 
ment, particularly in petro¬ 
chemicals and non-labor 
intensive industries. 

“The Ufllted States and 
Saudi Arabia have had a 
special relationship over 
several decades and Saudi 
development should have 
U.S. involvement,’’ he 
said. 

But Ashemimry, an aero- 
nautical engineering 
graduate of Texas Chris¬ 
tian University, urged U.S. 
businessmen to fipd a 
Saudi Arabian joint ven¬ 
ture partner to nurture the 
project and to avoid violat¬ 
ing Saudi customs and reli¬ 
gious laws. 

Failure to respect Saudi 
laws is “an area in which 
otherwise good business¬ 
men have made avoidable 
mistakes,’’ said Ashe¬ 
mimry. “Many Americans 
are not familiar with our 
social customs and tradi¬ 
tions.” Saudi Arabians do 
not drink alcohol, gamble, 
or eat pork and take time to 
pray five times a day. 

“Business takes a lot 
longer in Saudi Arabia than 
the United States,” the 
sheikh said. Personal so¬ 
ciability is an essential 
part of ^udi business deal¬ 
ings. 

A growing number of 
Saudi businessmen may 
face similar culture shock 
in the United States.

FILING deadline IS APRIL 30th 

... and donH forget the stamp! 


It’s simpler for some 


Eight million of voo 15 million taxpayers 
have it a bit easier this year. You are 
allowed to use a shorter, simpler form for 
your return. 

The new return called the Tl Special, was 
mailed directly to ail those eligible to use it 
and should make filing easier for people 
with little or no lnconr»e who file tax returns 
to claim a tax credit, as well as for wage and 
salary earners whose tax affairs are rela¬ 
tively straightforward. 


Those eligible for the 35-fewer-line5 form 
were Identified by Revenue Canada Taxa¬ 
tion from the income and deductions they 
reported on their tax returns last year. All 
other taxpayers, including those filing for 
the first time, must stick with the Tl Gen¬ 
eral. Among the benefits. Revenue Can¬ 
ada Taxation claims, is that refunds for 
those who use the special forms should be 
made sooner than in past. 


If your slip isn’t showing 


Q. I filed my income tax return a week 
ago, but yesterday I received aiwther T4 
slip I had forgotten about. What should I 
do? 

A. If you have already received your 
Notice of Assessment, send a copy of your 
T4 slip to your District Taxation Office 
together with your name, address. Social 
Insurance Number and Account Number. 
If you have not received your Notice of 
Assessment, send a copy of your T4 slip 
with the above Information to the Taxa¬ 
tion Centre servinp-your region. Above 
ail, do not file a second return. 

Q. My Social InsuraiiceiNumber printed 
on my gorsonaliiod td« return is not the 
sante as the number on my T4 slip. How do 
I correct this? 

A. If your Social Insurance Number is 
Incorrect on your T4 slip, notify your em¬ 
ployer and ask him to make the neces¬ 
sary correction. If the number is incorrect 
on your income tax return, cross out the 
wrong number and enter in the correct 
number. 

Q. I did not receive a T4 slip from my 
previous employer. Do I have to report the 
income? 

A. Yes, all the income must be reported. 
Employers are required to forward T4 
slips to the last known address of the 
recipient on or before Feb. 28 each year. If 
you have not received a T4 slip by the 
second week in March, you should contact 
your employer. After all reasonable at¬ 
tempts have been made to obtain the 
information slip, estimate on your return 
your income and deductions, Canada Pen¬ 
sion, Unerhploymwt Insurance Premiums 
and Tax Deductions. Forward pay stubs if 
possible. Attach a letter stating that you 
were unable to obtain a T4 slip and outline 
the estimated information. Also, give your 
employer's full name and address. 

Q. What are the requirements regard¬ 
ing keeping my business records after I 
have filed my income tax return? 

A. All records must be kept until written 
permission to destroy them is received 
from the Taxation Department. This would 
involve writing to your District Taxation 
Office stating what records you wish to 
destroy, the years involved, and your rea¬ 
son for wishing to destroy them. 

Q. I rent the top floor in my house. What 
expenses can I claim? 

A. Schedule 7 of your General Income 
Tax Return Package outlines some of the 
allowable expenses.' You must first In¬ 
clude the amount of rent you receive, and 


then you may claim the expenses you 
incurred to earn that rent as deductions. 
Those expenses that relate specifically to 
the rented part rhay be claimed In full, but 
those relating to the building as a whole 
(e.g., taxes, insurance) may only be 
claimed In the proportion that the rented 
part is of the whole bulldino. See Items 14, 
14A, 14B and 15 of your 1979 General Tax 
Guide for further details. ^ 

Q. Is United Stales or other foreign pen¬ 
sion taxable? 

A. Yes. You must report this on your tax 
form. You may also be entitled to a foreign 
tax credit if you paid taxes on this pension 
in the foreign country. See Item 52D of 
your 1979 General Tax Guide. 

0. My wife and I both receive United 
States Social Security Pensions. This is 
my wife's only income. Last year it 
amounted to about i7M. I know that it 
must be reported as income in Canada but 
does it qualifv for the pension income 
deduction? 

A. Yes. The United States Social Secur¬ 
ity Pension qualifies for the pension In¬ 
come deduction. As the pension is your 
wife's only income, she is not taxable, 
therefore her pension also qualifies as an 
"eligible deduction transferred from 
spouse" on your return. Her Income must 
also be taken into consideration when cal¬ 
culating your personal exemptions. 

Q. What is a "proper" receipt? 

A. A "proper" receipt is the official re¬ 
ceipt issued by an organization for Income 
tax purposes. Photocopies and cancelled 
cheques are not normally accepted by the 
Department as proper receipts. 

Here are some examples of diaims re¬ 
quiring receipts; 

P Registered'Retirement Savings Plan — 
interim receipt is unacceptable. 

P Registered Home Ownership Savings 
Plan —• Interim receipt is unaccept¬ 
able. 

P Union dues — "Annual dues only" — 
receipts should indicate what the dues 
are for. 

P Medical expenses—receipts should show 
the patient's name and "date of pay¬ 
ment," cancelled cheques are unaccept¬ 
able. 

P Charitable donations — receipts must 
indicate the registration number of the 
charitable organizations. 

P Tuition fees -* receipts must indicate 
what was covered by the fees and the 
school year attended. 

Failure to enclose proper receipts for 
claims wiH result ih delays In 
your return.

Exemptions 

Q. I'me divorced woman. May I claim the 
equivalent married exemption of $2,SM for 
my 13-year-oldchild? 

A. Yes, provided your child was wholly 
dependent on you and lived with you in 
a "self-contained domestic establishment" 
maintained by you alone or lointly with 
some other person, and in whictv both 
you and your child generally eat and sleep. 

Q. I am married with a wife and two 
children, one seven and the other II. My 
wife and children did not earn any income 
last year. What exemptions am I entitted to 
claim? 

A. Everyone Is entitled to the basic per¬ 
sonal exemption of S2,650. You may also 
claim a married exemption of S2,320, a $910 
exemption for your 18-year-old and a $500 
exemption for your seven-year-old. When 
making your claim be sure to give all the 
information requested on your Income tax 
return. For more details, check your 1979 
Tax Guide. 

Q. Can I claim my common-law wife and 
our children? 

A. Since your common-law wife is not 
considered a spouse for inconw tax pur 
poses, you may not claim the married 
exemption for her. You may, however, 
claim your children as dependents provided 
that you and not your common-law wife 
supported them. 

Q. I am a widower with two depende n t 
children, Carol 17 and Ned H. I understand 
that I can claim the equivalent-to-married 
exemption for one of my children. Which 
one should I claim it for? 

A. The claim for a dependent child 17 and 
older is greater than the claim for a child 
under 17. Therefore it is usually ntgre ad¬ 
vantageous to claim the equivalent-to-mar¬ 
ried exemption for the younger child. This 
would allow you a greater total deduction. 
Your claim, however, will be affected by 
your children's net Income. For nwe In¬ 
formation ask your District Taxation Office 
for the pamphlet Income Taxand the Single 
Parent. 

Q. I had my 45th birthday last year. Am I 
entitled to claim the age exemption on 
my income tax return? 

A. Yes, If you were born in 1914 or earlier 
you may claim the age exemption of $1,660, 
regardless of any incon^. If you receive the 
Old Age Security Pension Indicate this on 
Page 2 of your return. If your spouse 
was born in 1914 or earlier and had no 
taxable income, you may claim a portion of 
your spouse's age exemption. For informa¬ 
tion on claiming deductions transferred 
from spouse, see the General Tax Guide. 


actually spent on child care provided It does 
not exceed the least of: 
t $1,000 per child, or 

• $4,000 for the family, or

Child care expenses are not deductible If 
they are paid to a person claimed as a 
dependant for tax purposes by either of the 
parents, or to a person under 21 who Is 
related to either parent by blood, marriage 
or adoption. Also, any claim for child 
care expenses must Indicate the name, 
address and Social insurance Number of 
the person to whom payments were made. 
Receipts are to be kept for examination 
upon request. A. father may claim child 
care expenses provided he meets the quali 
fications outlined on.Schedule 5 of the Gen¬ 
eral Income Tax Package. To claim "Child 
Care Expenses," complete Schedule 5 and 
the General Tax Return. 

Q. I paM $1,SI8 in alimony to my former 
spouse lest year. May I claim all of this on 
my income tax return? 

A. There is no dollar llmlf on the amount 
of alinfHmy that may be deducted. You may 
claim the full amount paid in the year as 
long as the paynients are made on a peri¬ 
odic basis for the maintenance of your 
spouse and/or chil^en, and are in accor¬ 
dance with a decTM and foilowing the Is¬ 
suance of a court order or a written agree-' 
nf>ent. 

Q. What moving expenses may be deduct¬ 
ed from income for income tax purposes? 

A. Moving e)q>enses generally inclu^. 
the cost of travelling from a former toTfww 
residence, including meals and lodging 
while en route; transportation and storage 
costs for household effects; the cost of up to 
15 days temporary board and lodging near 
either the former or the new residence; real 


Income 



Q. The Family Allowance cheques re¬ 
ceived for our children are made out to my 
wife. Does this ntean that she must report 
the payments as income? 

A. Whoever claims a personal exemption 
forthechlld(ren) must report the payments 
as income. If neither of you claims an 
exemption, the person who received the 
cheques must report the Income. 

Q. My wife receives interest from bonds 
which I purchased for her in her name. Is 
this interest considered to be my wife's 
income? 

A. No. The Interest Is your income be¬ 
cause you purchased the bonds from your 
funds. The same rule would apply to divi¬ 
dends on shares, interest on savings ac¬ 
counts and so on. It is the person who 
provided the money to invest who must 
report the Income earned. 

Q. My wife and I have a ioint bank 
account. My \^ife deposits money into the 
bank account from some of her earnings. 
The TS slip is made out in our ioint names. 
Do t declare the Income on my tax return or 
does my wHe declare it on her tax return, 
or should we divide the interest income, 
declaring half of it on each of our returns? 

A. If you and your wife deposit an equal 
annount of your respective earnings, then 
the Interest Is earned equally. If one of you 
deposits nrKxre than the other, then that 
person should report a larger share of the 
interest. 

Q. My only income is my Did Age Pension. 
Do I have to file an income tax return? 

A. Not unless you are requested to do so by 
the Tax Department. However, if you resid¬ 
ed in British Coiunfbia, Ontario, Alberta or 
Manitoba on Dec. 31, 1979, you may be 
entitled to a provincial tax credit which can 
only be obtained by filing an income tax 
return. 

Q. I have a bank account and my interest 
amounts to $28. The bank will not issue a TS 
infornrtafion slip because it is less than $50. 
Does this mean that I do not need to declare 
the $28 interest? 

A. No. Even though the bank does not 
issue a T5 slip you must report any interest 
as Income. 

Q. I bought a Canada Savings Bond some 
years ago and this year I received a cash 
bonus. Should I report this as interest in¬ 
come? 

A. The cash bonus is eligible for the 
Interest, Dividends and Capital Gains De¬ 
duction add may be reported as either a 
capital gain or Interest. It may be to your 
advantage to report the bonus as a capital 
gain on Schedule 2 as only one-half of the 
bonus will be included in your income. With 
your return also include form T600C which 
indicates the total cash bonus you should 
report. 


Deductions 

Q. I receive a pension and I am under 45. 
May I claim the pension income deduc¬ 
tion? 

A. You may claim a deduction for the 
pension you received up to a maximum of 
$1,000, regardless of age. However, some 
pensions do not qualify for this deduction. If 
you are not sure If your income quali¬ 
fies, check the General Income Tax Guide. 

Q. What kind of expenses are deductible 
for child care? 

A. Deductible expenses include costs of 
babysitting and day nursery care, and up to 
$30 per child per week for lodging paid at a 
boarding school or camp. Payments for 
such items as food, clothing, transporta¬ 
tion, education or medical care are not 
considered to be child care expenses. I f you 
art claiming child care expenses, you niust 
complete the General Tax Return. (Copies 
are available at District Taxation Offices 
and Post Offices.) 

Q. If, for example, an employee moves in 
1979, how does he determine if he qualifies 
for the moving expenses deduction? Briefly 
what are the rules? 

A. The most important rule to keep in 
mind is that moving expenses may be de¬ 
ducted from lnconr>e If you nwve to a new 
residence to earn wages In another location 
In Canada, providing that the new residence 
is at least 25 miles closer than your former 
residence is to your new place of work, 
and that you will not be reimbursed by your 
erhployer. You must have ceased employ¬ 
ment at your former location. You should 
also renximber that moving expenses may 
be deducted only from income earned at 
your new place of work or business. If you 
are claming nK>ving expenses, use the Gen¬ 
eral Tax Return. 

Q. How much may be deducted for child 
care expanses and does it matter to whom 
the payments are made? 

A. A taxpayer may deduct the amount

p. I took an early retirement this year 
when I turned 58. Can I claim a deduction 
for my pension income, or do I have to wait 
until I'm 45? 

A. Regardless of age you may claim a - 
deduction for the pension you receive up 
to a maximum of $1,000. The Pension ih- 
come Deduction does not apply to CPP and 
QPP benefits or the Old Age Pension. 

> Q. My wife has bond and bank interest of 
$480 which qualHies tor the Interest, Divi¬ 
dends and Capital Gains deduction. She will 
not be taxable as that was her only income. 
Can I take her deduction into account 
and thereby claim her for full personal 
exemption? 

A. No. The Interest, Dividends and Capi¬ 
tal Gains deduction does not come into 
account in determining your exemption 
claim for her. You must reduce the married 
exemption by the excess of her income over 
$400. However, because she does not need to 
claim the Interest, Dividends and Capital 
Gains deduction to reduce her taxable in¬ 
come to zero, you may transfer the entire 
deduction to your return. If you are claim¬ 
ing "eligible deductions transferred from 
spouse," use the Genial Tax Return. 

Q. My wife has no taxable income and she 
is eligible for the Age Exemption and 
the Interest Dividend and Capftal Cains 
Deduction. Which one of us must com¬ 
plete Schedule 3 to claim "eligible deduc¬ 
tions transferred from spouse?" 

A. You will be claiming the eligible de¬ 
ductions on behalf of your wife so you 
must complete Schedule 3. Remember to 
attach Schedule 3 and your wife's informa¬ 
tion slips (T5, T600, etc.) to your income tax 
return. Persons claiming "eligible deduc¬ 
tions transferred from spouse" are re¬ 
quired to complete the General Tax Re¬ 
turn. 

Q. I borrowed money to invest. Can I 
deduct the interest on the borrowed in¬ 
come? 

A. Yes. Remember, however, the Income 
eligible for the Interest, Dividends and 
Capital Gains Deduction must be reduced 
by the Inferest you paid to earn that In¬ 
come. 

Q. I earned $9,500 last year. What amount 
may I claim as my "employment expense 
deduction?" 

A. Your employment expense deduction 
Is equal to 3 per cent of your wage and 
salary lnconf>e up to a maximum of $500. In 
your case you may claim $285. 

Q. I have $308 bbnk interest, $400 in 
grossed-up dividends and $588 taxable capi 
tal gains from the sale of some of my 
Canadian securities. Will I have to pay tax 
on this income? 

A. Your particular investment income 
and your capital gains from the sale of 
Canadian stocks or securities are eligible 
for the Interest, Dividends and Capital 
Gains Deduction of up to $1,000. In your 
case you will only have to pay tax on the 
remaining $200. For nwe details see Item 
40 in the 1979 General Tax Guide. 

Q. What investment income qualifies for 
the Interest, Dividends and Capital Gains 
Deduction? 

A. AAost Interest Income from Canadian 
sources, dividends from taxable Canadian 
corporations and taxable capital gains rea¬ 
lized on the sale of Canadian securities 
qualify for the deduction. The deduction is 
equal to either the total amount of the 
investment income listed above or $1,000, 
whichever is less. For more Information see 
Item 40 In your 1979 General Tax Guide. 


f ill n^ to complete your Incofhe tax 
urn. You must attach to your completed 
return one copy of the 1979 TFAl In¬ 
formation slip (Statement of Family Al¬ 
lowances) you received from Health and 
Welfare, Canada. Usually the number of 
children for whom you can claim the credit 
is indicated in box (F) of this Information 
slip. There are instanceswhere a child is not 
indicated in box (F) bui^ still considered 
eligible for the Child Tax Credit. For ex¬ 
ample, in the case of a child born in Dec. 
197), you will need the award letter you 
received from Health and Welfare, Canada, 
confirming your eiigibiilty to receive Fam¬ 
ily Allowance for that child. You must 
also compete and Include with your income 
tax return one copy of Schedule 10 (Child 
Tax Credit). For more Information on 
claiming the Child Tax Credit, check your 
Guide. 

Q. To claim the Child Tax Credit, must I 
file an income tax return if I did not 
have any income? 

A. Yes, the only wav you may claim the 
Child Tax Credit Is by filing an income tax 
return, if you did not have any Income you 
would simply complete the "identification 
Area" on page 1 of the return and fill 
in Schedule 10. (If you are married your 
spouse must sign the certification box 
on Schedule 10.) Then you would enter your 
Child Tax Credit from Schedule 10 on 
lines 78 and 79 of your income tax return. 
Includeacopyof your TFAl slip (Statement 
of Family Allowances) with your com¬ 
pleted tax return aiKl Schedule 10. Finally, 
check your calculations, sign your return 
and mail it. For more information on how to 
claim the Child Tax Credit, check your 
Guide. 

Q. Who claims the Child Tax Credit? 

A. For a married couple, usually the 
mother claims the credit since she Is the 
one who received the Family Allowance in 
1979. A single parent (nr>other or father with 
legal custody) who received family allow¬ 
ance In Dec. 1979 — one who is widowed, 
single,jjeparated, divorced or not legally 
married — will be the one to apply. 

Q. I have a four-year-old son for whom I 
received Family Allowance In 1979. l under 
stand I may apply for a Child Tax Credit. 
What amount will I receive? 

A. If your family income is less than 
$19,620, you will receive the full $218 credit. 
The $218 credit for each eligible child will be 
reduced gradually as vour family Income 
exceeds $19,620. Family income means the 
combined "net Income" of voo and vour 
spouse. Your net Income Is the income 
you arrive at on line 41 of vour tax return — 
before you deduct any personal exemp¬ 
tions. If you were married In 1979, only that 
part of vour spouse's income after the 
marriage counts. If you are widowed, sin¬ 
gle, separated, divorced or not legally mar¬ 
ried on Dec. 31, 1979, only your own net 
■ income is required. 

0.1 am a mother with three children who 
is entiHed to the Child Tax Credit. How do 
I apply for the credit? 

A. You will have to complete and file an 
Income tax return If you wish to apply 
for the credit. If you filed an income tax 
return last year, you will receive a "person¬ 
alized" return In the mall. A "persona¬ 
lized" return has a pre-printed identifica¬ 
tion label in the name and address area of 
the Income tax return. If you did not file a 
return last year, you can pick up an income 
tax return booklet at any post office. For as¬ 
sistance in claiming the Child Tax Credit, 
read the instructions In your 1979 Tax 
Guide. 


Students 


Q. I am a university student with a part 
time iob that becomes a full-time iob during 
the summer months. My earnings are more 
than $2,488 a year. I pay my own tuition 
fees out of my earnings and I understand 
that only I can deduct these fees from mv 
income for tax purposes. If I do this, my net 
income will be reduced to $2488. Does this 
mean my father may claim me as a 
dependant? 

A. Yes, if vour father supported you 
during the year. However, his $910 exemp¬ 
tion is reduced by the anKXint that your 
income exceeds $1,840. 

Exan>ple; 

Maximum exemption.$910 

Deduct income over 
$1,840 ($2,000 less 

$1,840) . $160 

Allowable exemption.$750 

in addition, a special exemption of $50 a 
month is allowable for full-time trainees 



attendance at a qualifying -educational in 
stitution. Your claim should be accompan¬ 
ied by a fully completed "education deduc¬ 
tion certificate" form T2202A or form T2202 
issued by the educational Institution which 
confirms vour enrollment in a qualifying 
program. For more details see Guide Item 
43 in the General Tax Guide. 


Provincial 
tax credits 

Q. My husband and I separated in 1979. 
How should I ctaim my British Cohim- 
Ma Renter's Tax Credit? 

A. The spouse with the higher taxable 
InconDO during the period prior to sepa¬ 
ration vmuld claim the Renter's Tax Credit 
for that period. After separation, each may 
claim for rent paid while maintaining a 
separate residence. 

Q. I rent an apartment in town and a 
cottage by the sea. In cakuiating my Brit¬ 
ish Columbia Renter's Tax Credit, can I 
include the rent I paid for the cottage? 

A. No, you may not claim rent paid for a 
second residence or cottage. 


RRSPs 


Q. Can I transfer my RRSP to another 
organization without paying tax? 

A. Yes. Register a new RRSP with the 
second organization, then arrange that the 
funds from vour old plan are transferred 
directly Into the new one. There is no tax on 
the amount transferred to the new plan. 

Q. I contributed to an RRSP this yegr, but 
have not received a receipt for it. Should I 
file my return anyway? 

A. We suggest that you check with the 
issuer of the plan before filing vour re¬ 
turn. If you claim a deduction for an RRSP 
you must have an official receipt (in¬ 
terim receipts or photocopies are not ac¬ 
ceptable). if you file now without the 
official receipt processing of your General 
Tax Return will be delayed and your deduc¬ 
tion may not be allowed. However your re¬ 
turn must be filed by April 30. 

Q. May I have more than one Registered 
Retirement Income Fund in my lifetime? 

A. No, you are limited to one RRIF, 
However you may transfer your fund from 
one RRIF trustee to another. 

Fishermen 

Q. What are "crew shares?" 

A. Crew shares Is the amount recorded on 
the trip settlement sheet as being paid to 
each nr»ember of the crew as his or her 
share of the catch. 

Q. I operate a restaurant and buy fish 
directly from the fisherman. Am I re¬ 
quired to deduct and remit Unemployment 
Insurance premiums on his behalf? 

A. A fisherman is not Insurable for any 
sale of fish he sells directly to restau¬ 
rants. Therefore, nq employee and employ¬ 
er premiums are required. 

Q. May I claim interest on money I 
borrowed to buy a boat? 

A. You may claim interest on money you 
borrowed to earn vour fishing income. This 
would Include Interest on money borrowed 
to buy a boat, engine or gear. However, you 
may not claim Interest on money borrowed 
for vour personal use such as interest on a 
house or car loan. 

Q. I am a boat owner. May I claim the cost 
of food for my crew while we were at sea? 

A. Yes, provided that your boat was at sea 
for more than 24 hours per trip and the cost 
of food was deducted in calculating the 
crew shares. The cost of food Is not deduct¬ 
ible If vour boat Is away from home for less 
fhan 24 hours unless the amount claimed 



and students attendingb a wide range of 
schools and post-secondary institutions. 
For more information, see your Guide. 

Q. In 1979 I received a scholarship of 
$1,288. Do I Include the full amount as 
income on my income tax return? 

A. No. The first $500 received as a 
bursary, scholarship or fellowship is ex¬ 
empt. 

Q. I received a scholarship last year and 
had to move away from honte to attend 
full time courses at a university. May I 
deduct my moving expenses? 

A. Yes. If you moved to attend full-time 
courses at a university or other post-second¬ 
ary educatibnat Institution in Canada you 
may deduct moving expenses, but only if 
these are claimed against award income 
such as scholarships, fellowships, research 
grants and similar awards. The moving 
expenses may not exceed the anwnt of 
award Income reported on your return. Be 
sure to include Form Tl-M with your In¬ 
come tax return, available from your Dis¬ 
trict Taxation Office. 

Q. Can a university student ciaima prop¬ 
erty tax credit for rent paid during the 
year? 

A. Students who are roomers, tenants or 
boarders off campus in Alberta, British 
Columbia, AAanitoba and Ontario may cal¬ 
culate the rent paid during the year towards 
the property tax credit. Students must be 
over 16 and their principal residence cannot 
be that of someone else who is claiming 
them as a dependant. 


Q. I dr o pped out of university after 
Christmas. May I claim an education de¬ 
duction for the four nMuiths I was In full¬ 
time attendance? 

A. Yes, provided you meet all the qualifi¬ 
cations outlined in item 43 In the Generel 
Tax Gkiide. Also, when claiming the educa- 


is added to the crews wages as a "taxable 
benefit." You may not claim for food pur¬ 
chased for you and vour family. Sharesmen 
may not claim for food since the cost of food 
was deducted by the boat owner in deter¬ 
mining the amount paid to each shores¬ 
man. 

Q. Do fishermen have to pay Canada 
Pension Plan (or Quebec Pension Plan) 
contributions? 

A. If they were between the ages of 18 and 
70 and earned sufficient Jncome from fish¬ 
ing, the answer is yes. However, if they re¬ 
ceive a disability or retirement pension 
under the Canada or Quebec Pension Plan, 
they are not allowed to contribute to that 
plan. 

Q. I did not know that I was supposed to 
have part of my tax paid by the end of 
the year, leaving a smaller amount to be 
paid by April 38. Now I find that I owe a 
large amount. What can I do? 

A. Pay as much as you can when filing 
your return or before. When you receive 
your notice of assessment, telephone the 
Collection Section of your District Taxation 
Office if you are unable to pay the balance 
at that time, if vour circumstances war¬ 
rant, a reasonable arrangement can be 
made to pay the anf>ount over a period of 
time. 

Q. After I filed my return, I received a 
T4F slip showing income I had forgotten 
about. What should I do? 

A. If you have already received your 
Notice of Assessment then send a copy 
of the T4F slip to vour District Taxation 
Office together with your name, address, 
social insurance number and a detailed 
statement of any expenses paid to earn this 
income. If you have not y^ received vour 
Notice of Assessment write to the Taxation 
Centre serving vour region. In the future, 
before sending in your income tax return be 
sure you have reported your income from 
all sources.

Industry deaths 
increase in B.C. 


VANCOUVER (CP) - A 
retired steelworker devel¬ 
ops a bad cough but ignores 
it until one day he notices 
he’s. bringing up bits of 
clotted blood. It's lung can¬ 
cer. Thirty-five years ago* 
he spent u winter working 
in a shipyard, breathing air 
contaminated with asbes¬ 
tos dust. 

Workers in British Co 
lumbia are being Injured 
and killed in increasing 
numbers. 

THE WORKERS' Com¬ 
pensation Board .say.s 1.7 
million days of work were 
lost in the province in 1978 
and $170 million was paid in 
claims. Last year the num¬ 
ber of claims incre^.sed by 
17 per cent and reported 
fatalities climbed to a rec¬ 
ord 260. 

At the same time, worker 
health is getting more at- 
tenthjn than ever from 
ynions, management and 
government. 

UNTIL THE 1950s, most 
people accepted unques- 
tionlngly the theory of acci¬ 
dent-proneness which says 
accidents happen to p<*ople 
with dangerous attitpdes or 
an unlucky aura. Now it's 
accepted that working con¬ 
ditions and attitudes play a 
role and, increasingly, the 
employer is being asked to 
accept some responsibility 
fur attitudes. 

Unions are offended by 
Workers’ Compensation 
Board television advertis¬ 
ing scolding workers for 
doing dumb things, said 
Verna Ledger, regional 
director of safely and 
health for the International 
Woodworkers of America. 

“YOU'VE GOT to ask 
why workers arc doing un¬ 
safe things,” she said. 
“*How can you keep your 
mind on a job when all day 
the job is pushing a pedal 
patching holes in sheets of 
plywood.?” 

Ledger said .Swedish em¬ 
ployers were trying to 
make jobs safer by nuiWng 
them more interesting. She 
doubted this idea would 
thrive in B.C.’s hostile 
labor climate and said 
greater emphasis on job 


training'would be a more 
realistic propo.sal. 

MOST LOGGING deaths, 
for example, strike people 
with le.ss than three months 
experience, she said. Safe¬ 
ty training often consists of 
a feVv minutes with the pcT- 
sonnel officer and then 
pairing with an experi¬ 
enced worker who may not 
have time to properly teach 
the new worker his job. 

Compensation board 
chairmsLP Adam Little 
admits that board efforts to 
encourage safety educa¬ 
tion beneht only a few peo¬ 
ple In firms Which are al- 
readv conscientious.

Victoria 
delays 
taxi hike 

Last weeK.il looked as If 
the city of Victoria was 
determined to get out of the 
taxi licensing business, but 
aldermen have had second 
thoughts. 

At Thursday night’s 
meeting, city council re¬ 
ferred the matter back to 
its licensing committee for 
another round of discus¬ 
sion. 

The same committee re¬ 
commended last.week that 
the city get out of regulat¬ 
ing taxi fares. 

The delay means the pro¬ 
posed 26-per-cent increase 
in cao fares will not go into 
effect next month as sche 
duled. although the provin¬ 
cial Motor Carriers Com¬ 
mission has approved it.

SINCE 1970 only 17 can¬ 
cer claims have been paid, 
Urn of them for a rare form 
of cancer caused by asbes¬ 
tos exposure. In the same 
period, 10,000 British Co¬ 
lumbians have died of can¬ 
cer. 

One of thc problems with 
compensating people for 
occupational di.sease is that 
the diseases often have 
more than one cause. In 
most studies of respiratory 
illness, smoking is li.sted as 
being as big a factor as 
workplace pollution, said 
Dr. Stefan Grzybowski. 
head of the occupational 
lung disease unit at the Uni¬ 
versity of B.C. 

“IF MANAGEMENT 
would stop worrying about 
workers smoking and get 
the pollution out of mills, 
and if the unions started 
worrying more about their 
members smoking, then it 
will be a very happy day,” 
he said.

A hospital in San Francisco offers patients not 
only coffee, tea, and milk as a beverafee to go with 
hospital meals, but red and white wine, and sherry as 
well. The hospital has been offering wines for several 
years, and 60 to 75 per cent of the patients order wine 
with dinner, the hospital director reports. 

There’s a special treat for mothers who have just 
-givei^ birth. The night before they are discharged 
from hospital, the hospital serves the parents a candle* 
light dinner, complete with champagne. 

Of course this is America, where most hospitals are 
run by private corporations, fees are uncontrolled, and 
getting customers is the name of the game. But even 
though the cost of the dinner is undoubtedly included 
somewhere in the bill, it’s a nice touch.

AS ANY LAWYER will tell you, a man who defends 
himself in court has a fool for a client. 

However, Simon Fraser University criminologist 
Simon Verdun-Jones isn’t so sure. 

In fact, he claims there is evidence that unre¬ 
presented defendants don’t fare too badly. There Is 
also evidence to the contrary, he conced^ in a lec¬ 
ture Friday at the University of Victoria, and this, of 


course, provides the type of fodder upon which lawyers 
feed. 

But for people with a do-it-yourself bent, some of 
what he had to say was encouraging. 

While defendants without counsel were more likely to 
*plead guilty, unrepresented defendants did better at 
having their charges dropped. They also had a bi‘tter 
chance of getting appeals heard than defendants with 
incompetent lawyers, according to some of the studies 
quoted by Verdun-Jones. 

In summary, he concluded as only a law graduate 
could, that given the available evidence ”it goes both 
ways.”

More than 2,000 Vic¬ 
toria area residents 
made a mockery of 
that quote Saturday 
when they took time to 
tour their own town at 
the start of a three-day 
tourist hinge 

Normally, the locals 
are among the last to 
see the tourist meccas 
but for the eighth year 
straight they enthusi¬ 
astically responded to 
a ”Be a tourist in your 
home town” promotion 
by the Victoria Attrac¬ 
tions Association. 

Like the anonymous 
quote above (over¬ 
heard in the street 
years ago) Victoria 
residents generally 
are among the last to 
see the tourist attrac¬ 
tions others travel 
thousands of miles to 
see. 

But give them a 
chance to have $25 
worth of tourist draw- 
cards and a coffee and 
hamburger ail for $3 
and you’re talking 
about a sellout. 

For that was the case 
yet again for the 8,500 
tickets offered to 
locals this year. 

Organizers won’t go 
beyond that number 
because hours spent in 
long queues would de¬ 
tract from the plea¬ 
sure for the locals. 

There were queues 
all day for most attrac¬ 
tions Saturday—from 
the double-decker 
Grayline buses to the 
Royal London Wax 
Museum. 

The attractions join¬ 
ing in the bargain three 
days which end Mon¬ 
day also include Sea- 
land, the Pacific Un¬ 
dersea Gardens, the 


Maritime Museum 
Anne Hathaway’s Cot 
tage. Miniature World 
the Classic Car Mu 
seum and McDonalds 
who chip in the free 
hamburger and Coke. 

The participating at¬ 
tractions donate the 
three days’ proceeds to 
the Greater Victoria 
Visitor Information 
Centre. This year the 
cheque will be more 
than $20,000 and ac¬ 
cording to Don Nixon, 
the centre’s manager, 
that’s a major chunk of 
the 1980 budget. 

Some other city at¬ 
tractions, which are

Pedestrians 
miss money 


There’s no money avail¬ 
able for a planned pedes¬ 
trian overpass at Bracfoot 
as part of the widening of 
McKenzie Avenue, Saanich 
council will be told Mon¬ 
day. 

Council’s public works 
committee has recom¬ 
mended that an overpass 
be built to accommodate 
parents who send their chil¬ 
dren to Braefoot elemen¬ 
tary school, located just 
.south of McKenzie between 
BIcnkinsop and Cedar Hill 
Roads. 

Municipal treasurer Roy 
Broughton says in a report 
that the overpass, estimat¬ 
ed at $150,000 to $200,000, 
does not qualify for 50-50 
cost sharing with the prov¬ 
ince, and the need for the 
crossing would have to be 
justified by the highways 
ministry. 


'T am also advised that 
even if it was justified, it 
wDUld be considerecTby the 
ministry in light of other 
priorities and availability 
of funds so that approval of 
cost sharing would not be 
automatic,” he says. 

Broughton adds that 
council must consider 
whether it will pay the en¬ 
tire cost should the prov¬ 
ince not agree Urtost-shar- 
ing: 

He says if council decides 
to proceed with the project, 
he recommends applica¬ 
tion for sharing under the 
Revenue Sharing Act be 
made for the next fiscal 
year, and $50,000 be set 
aside in the 1980 public 
works budget with the bal¬ 
ance provided when cost- 
sharing has been ap¬ 
proved. .

Dear Dr. DonoliQe: Is 

there any way to determine 
whether pain and stiffness 
of the fingers is caused by 
arthritis dr too much use? 1 
am a keypunch operator 
five days a week. Now Tm 
in middle age and find Tm 
getting pain in my hands 
and fingers. So far, I can 
bear it, but I'm afraid it 
will get worse. Could tilts 
be arthritis, the kind I 
would get anyway^ or is It 
related to keypunching? 
What do I do? —M.K. 

Will, you let me reword 
your question a bit? **Do 
you really have arthritis?” 
Arthritis is inflammation 
of joints that causes pain, 
swelling, tenderness and 
stiffness. Many times, 
what is self-diagnosed as 
arthritis is not. Often peo¬ 
ple mistake muscle ache or 
pain from ligaments and' 
tendons around Joints for 
arthritis. But remember, 
the JOINT itself is directly 
Involved in arthritis. 

Suppose that you do have 
direct joint involvement. 
The constant wear and tear 
of joints can lead to os¬ 
teoarthritis. That kind 
usually feels better after a ' 
night's rest, but gets worse 
with movement during the 
day. Keypunching might 
make that kind worse. 

The other common vari¬ 
ety of arthritis (rheuma¬ 
toid) is not initially related 
to wear and tear. It comes 
on regardless of what kind 
of work you do, even if none 
is done. But, it can be ag-^ 
gravated by undue stress'* 
on the joints. In this form of 
arthritis the joints are stif- 
fest in the morning and 
tend to limber up during 
the day—somewhat the op¬ 
posite to the wear and tear 
klnd(osteo). 

What to do? The first step 
is to find out if you really do 
have arthritis and, if so, 
which kind. Exercise is not 
prohibited for arthritis, but 
constant injurious motions 
of the joints should be 
avoided.

Dear Dr. Donohue: Re¬ 
cently, I read that women 
on the Pill should be taking 
extra vitamins. Since then 
I've started taking vita¬ 
mins (listed). I feel great. 
I'm not so crabby anymore. 

I understand that when a 
woman is on the Pill her 
body thinks she's pregnant. 
When a woman is actually 
pregnant she is told to take 
ex'tra vitamins, so why not 
with the Pill? —Mrs. M.M. 

I took your interesting 
question to my gynecolo¬ 
gist friends. They do not 
routinely prescribe vita¬ 
mins for women on birth 
control pills. Some sources 
state that the Piii may 
cause a “relative” B-6 defi¬ 
ciency, also a drop in “fo¬ 
late” (another B vitamin). 
However, I cannot find this 
to be a common occur¬ 
rence and I do not believe 
vitamins need to be routin¬ 
ely prescribed for those on 
birth control pills. 

It's true, as you say, that 
the “body thinks it's preg¬ 
nant” while on the Pill. But 
it isn’t, of course. In a true 
pregnancy there is the 
extra “passenger” making 
demands on the mother's 
own vitamin supply, so 
supplements do help. 

It's good that you are 
feeling well. I see nothing 
wrong in taking what you 
are taking, especially if 
this makes you feel so 
much better. It cannot hurl 
you.

MONTREAL (CP) — The leadership of Quebec’s lar- 
labor federiition decided Saturday to urge its mem¬ 
bers to vote yes in the Quebec referendum on^^ so¬ 
vereignty-association. ^ 

The general council of (he Quebec Labor Federation 
decided to recommend that the union’s 320,000 members 
vote yes to give the Quebec government a mandate to 
negotiate sovereignty-association with the rest of Can- 
adi, the council said in a statement. 

The QFL leaders constitute the first group in the Quebec 
labor movement to take an official stand on the issue. 

(^ebec union leaders, although mostly sympathetic to 
the cause of sovereignty-association, have expressed 
reservations about taking a public position for fear of 
dividing the labor movement along pkrty lines. 

’’This recommendation does not constitute support of 
Ihe Parti Quebecois government but rather underlines the 
labor movement’s belief in the self-assertion of the 
(^ebec people,’* a statement from the QFL council said, 
quoting QFL president Louis Laberge. ’’The future of 
(Quebec must transcend present political parties and our 
evaluation of them.” 

The council said the QFL will not play an official role in 
the referendum campaign and will not participate in the 
umbrella no committee headed by Premier Rene Levds- 
que.

EDMONTON (CP) — An 
overwhelming majority of 
Albertans are in favor of 
remaining a part of Can¬ 
ada, says a copyrighted 
opinion poll published Sat¬ 
urday by The Edmonton 


Journal add The .Calga% 
Herald. 

But the survey, conduct¬ 
ed for the newspapers by 
The Opinion Centre of Cal¬ 
gary, adds tnat Albertans 
aren’t happy with the way 


their interests are being re¬ 
presented in Ottawa. 

The telephone poll of 600 
Albertans--200 each in Cal¬ 
gary and Edmonton and 
another 200 from elsewhere 
in the province—-was done 


earlier this month and 
shows 90 per cent of the 
respondents want Alberta 
to remain within Confed¬ 
eration. 

Just five per cent said the 


province should separate 
from Canada and five per 
cent expressed no opinion. 

The survey was conduct¬ 
ed March 8-10 using accept¬ 
ed, scientifically-^sed se¬ 


lection techniques with an 
over-all sampling error of 
five per cent across the 
province. Figures for Cal¬ 
gary and Edmonton alone 
have a sampling error of 
seven per cent.

Husband David hogged 
all the headlines recently 
when After the Love Has 
Gone, a song he co-wrote 
with Bill Champlin and Jay 
Graydon, captured the 
Grammy fpr t^st rhythm- 
and-blues song at the 22nd 
annual Grammy Awards in 
Los Angeles. 

B.J. (Bonnie Jean disap¬ 
peared professionally 
when she was working as a 
dancer at*the Cave in Van¬ 
couver and there was al¬ 
ready a Bonnie there) is 
rolling up her sleeves and 
at 37, is returning to sing 
with Ronnie Hawkins. 

Not that she’s been 
lounging around.

lette Larson’s latest single. 
Let Me Go Love, and has 
written material for her 
husband’s next album 
Should We Carry On, 

That should be a single 
coming out of the album, 
and is, in fact, the answer 
to David’s After the Love 
Has Gone. 

Although she and David 
have been separated now 
for more than a year, she 
still owns a publishing com¬ 
pany, Cotaba Music, with 
him as well as owning an¬ 
other one. Big Stroke, by 
herself. 

“1 was heartbroken be¬ 
cause 1 wanted to be with 
him that night so badly,**’ 
B.J. said of the ,Feb. 27,^ 
Grammy Awards. 

“Musically, David Fos¬ 
ter is the most incredible 
person 1 ever met,” she 
said. “David has always 
believed women should be 
at home to false children. 
That’s our main disagree¬ 
ment. Now that we’re not 
living together, he’s much 
more supportive.” 

But B.J. has been a fight¬ 
er and always will be. 


She began singing at the 
age of 11 and reached a 
plateau when Skylark (R..I.

The venerable New 
York Times came out 
with a rave la.st week for 
Billy Bishop Goes to 
War, which almost guar¬ 
antees that the Vancou¬ 
ver East Cultural 
Centre’s production will 
soon leave Washington 
for Broadway. 

While the original pro- 
duction is wowing 


American critics, a sec¬ 
ond production winds up 
a six-week tour of stand¬ 
ing ovations with three 
performances this week 
at the McPherson Play¬ 
house. 

And the Vancouver 
East’s manager, Chris 
Wootten, can hardly be¬ 
lieve that the theatre 
world is unfolding as it 
should for this one-man 
show on the Canadian 


air ace Of the First 
World War. 

‘‘It was a gamble to 
have a second com¬ 
pany,” said Wootten, 
just back from the 
Washington opening. 
The “gamble” was find¬ 
ing an actor who could 
bring what Eric Peter¬ 
son does to the character 
of Billy Bishop. 

Stratford actor and 
folksinger, Cedric 


Smith, was hand-picked 
and then directed in the 
role by Peterson and the 
show’s author and ac¬ 
companist, John Gray. 
Smith himself had 
doubts, he said during 
a phone interview from 
Fernie early last week. 

‘‘I found the whole 
thing quite terrifying to 
take over from him 
when it’s been sa much 
of a tour de force.

It’s quite likely that political, environmental 
and education groups will have their say at tonight’s 
meeting to launch CTTEN TV, but chairman Tom 
Shandel is keeping his fingers crossed that someone 
from the arts groups will show up too. 

It isn’t just because the Vancouver filmmaker 
wants a few of his own kind (“I’m the archetypal 
artsy of the province”) to help establish the prov¬ 
ince’s non commercial television station for the 
now yacant UHF channel 10. The arts are integral to 
Ufe^ in B.C. and should be a component of any 
prn'gramming which reflects the province’s life 
style. 

Although Shandel says much of the public 
station’s program initially will originate elsewhere^ 
he still sees it as a showcase, for B.C. filmmakers in 
particular. 

“I make films for the National Film Board, but 
they’re seen in Vancouver and Victoria on PBS. 

“1 can’t sell a film to the CBC as it has no room 
in its .schedule—it’s filled up with American pro¬ 
grams.” 

Nor are filmmakers, according to Shandel, the 
only ones who haven’t access to “their own public.” 

While he can’t envisage televising the Bastion i 
Theatre’s latest play, Shandel does see the possibil¬ 
ity of co-productions or simply backstage glimpses 
“to whet the appetite that l ive th eatre Is there.” 

In .short, Shandel sees CTTEN TV becoming both 
an education channel and “PBS B.C. style.” It 
would be supported by public .subscriptions (B.C. 
residents now contribute $600,000 annually to Seat¬ 
tle’s PBS station) and the provincial government. 

Just how the station develops won’t be deter¬ 
mined by Shandel or the Association for Public 
Broadcasting in British Columbia alone but by what 
starts to happen tonight at seven at the Uni¬ 
tarian Church. 

Chit-chat... The Lord Chamberlain's Players 
lost its project managers last week when Brian 
Lightburn and Toni Blodgett quit over differtncjgs 
with some board members but the two are still in¬ 
volved with recreating The Globe Theatre on the 
Maltwood estate. They have teamed up with Barry 
Morse, who resigned after only a week as artistic- 
director of the original group, and will present an 
expanded proposal for a Globe Theatre to Saanich 
council. Shakespeare in Saanich wasnT exactly wel¬ 
comed by the Vancouver Sun last week. It quotes the 
Vancouver Arts Club’s Bill Mlllerd as saying “How 
many ShakesjK^arean festivals can North America 
take?” The Ashland, Oregon festival runs on a 
deficit, despite drawing from the same regions that 
the Victoria group must to succeed. And there are no 
ferry fares in Ashland. . . The Vancouver Art Gal¬ 
lery is almost entirely given over to an exhibition of 
works by Michael Snow who other than for his 
^“walking women ’ has the notoriety of being the 
only Canadian artisfoffered a one-man show at the 
Centre Georges Pompidou in Paris. One room at the 
Vancouver gallery is devoted exclusively to Snow’s 
blurry large photographs of the National Gallery’s 
Group of Seven collection. JCJie irony Is that

world wars. 

“A lot of it is what you 
might hear some one rap 
about on a Friday night 
at the Canadian Le¬ 
gion,” he said. 

Smith has built a ca¬ 
reer for himself as 
somewhat of an on-stage 
story teller, but being a 
raconteur is only part of 
the demands of the role. 
“It’s a real mara- 
, Ihon,” s^ys Smith, who 
also plays 17 other char¬ 
acters, some of whom 
have dialogues with 
Billy. Smith’s English 


background (his grand¬ 
father was in the Royal 
Flying Corps, his father 
in the RAF) helps him 
with both the varied ac¬ 
cents and military mi¬ 
lieu. 

“I’m the only one who 
talks. 

“Thb whole idea is to 
convey the experience 
of the First World War 
when the life expec¬ 
tancy was a couple of 
weeks and life was being 
lived at a tremendous 
intensity. 

“Billy is conveying 
those experiences of 
great intensity and exul¬ 
tation.” 

“It takes a lot out of an- 
actor,” he added. But 
the audience feedback 
keeps his energy up. 

“It’s tremendously re¬ 
warding when everyone 
is digging it so much,” 
said Smith, who has had 
a standing ovation every 
night.

Much of the TJhieftains’ 
music on the record dates 
back several hundred 
years and it is a relief to 
have a break from the {)las- 
tic music of the Irish 
Rovers—the McDonald’s 
of ethnic music? 

^ The group has been 
around for 16 years, with 
some changes in personnel, 
and they rely heavily on 
ancient mel(^ies to give 
the traditiontrl flavor of 
their homeland. 

The group made its first 
record in 1963. It has ap¬ 
peared with Eric Clapton 
and world-renowned flau¬ 
tist James Galway. The 
players won an Oscar for 
their music in Barry Lyn¬ 
don. 

Although their latest rec¬ 
ord is called Boil the 
Breakfast Early, it was a 
companion piece on the 
original single, CaiHlan's 
Welcome, which gave them 
a hit in Ireland last year. 
It was played as a welcome 
to Pope John Paul. Inciden¬ 
tally, Carolan was a 17th- 
century Irish harpist. 

The blending of instru¬ 
ments—medieval harp, 
fiddles, tin whistles, pipes 
and drums—produces a 
lyrical .sound which brings 
to mind the smell and feel 
of the Irish countryside.

NEW YORK — Although 
he has no professional con¬ 
nection with the film ver¬ 
sion of his novel The Dogs 
of War, part of which Is 
being shot in New York, 
Frederick Forsyth has 
what may be an even 
deeper attachment to it. 

He will receive three per 
cent of the box-office gross 
receipts after they reach 
an amount equal to 2.8 
times the cost of making 
the film. He has already 
received ‘^up front,” as 
they say in the movie busi¬ 
ness, a six-figure sum for 
the screen rights. 

The 2.8 formula, which 
is often used in film mak¬ 
ing, is roughly a picture’s 
break-even point when the 
costs of prints, advertising, 
promotion and the exhibi¬ 
tors’ share of the receipts 
are taken into account. 

REALISTICALLY, For 
syth explained during the 
course of a ride up to a 
Dogs of War location, an 
apartment building in 
Upper Manhattan, the 
problem is to get a studio 
even to concede that this 
point has been reached, let 
alone surpassed. 

. ‘i didn’t have a percent¬ 
age on The Day of the 
Jackal, the first of my 
novels to be filmed, and it 
did very well,” Forsyth 
said. ”1 had it for The 
• Odessa File, and it didn’t 
exceed the figure.” 

AT THAT, Forsyth said, 
he regarded himself as for¬ 
tunate to have even the 
hope of a percentage of the 
box office for Dogs of War, 
a novel about white mer¬ 
cenaries in Africa, because 
the project had languished 
for .several years before 
finally going Pinto pnxluc- 
tion, a not uncommon oc¬ 
currence in an industry 
that acquires many more 
properties than are ever 
filmed. 

’’United Artists bought 
The Dogs of War at about 
the time it was published in 
1974,” Forsyth said. ’’Don 
Siegel was scheduled to 
direct It, but I don’t think he 
liked the screenplay. Abby 
Mann wrote a new screen¬ 
play, but nothing hap¬ 
pened. Then Michael Ci- 
mino was brought in to 
write still another screen¬ 
play. He was also supposed 
to direct, but after The 
Deer ifunter he decided to 
do Heaven's Gate in¬ 
stead.” 

THE STUDIO THEN 
brought in Norman Jewi- 
.son as producer-director, 
Forsyth continued. He had 
the screenplay rewritten 
again, by Gary Devore, 
with whom he travelled all 
over Africa, scouting loca¬ 
tions, before deciding that 
in view of the anti-mercen-- 
ary sentiment common in 
most of Africa, the best 
place to shoot that part of 
the film would be British 
Honduras. 

By then, Jewison decided 
that other commitments 
would prevent his directing 
The Dogs of War, but that 
he could continue as pro¬ 
ducer. 

SO HE CALLED on John 
Irvin, whose most recent 
credit was as director of 
Tinker, Tailor, Soldier, 
Spy, the BBC television 
adapatation of the John Lc 
Carre novel, which is sche¬ 
duled to be shown on public 
television in this country in 
May. 

Christopher Walken was 
cast as the chief of the 
mercenaries during the 
period when Cimino was 
guiding the film’s destin¬ 
ies, and Jewison saw no 
reason to replace him. 

Walken,.who won an 
Academy Award for Ci- 
mino’s The Deer Hunter, 
reported for filming after 
completing a starring role 
in Heaven*s Gate. That 
film has gone from being a 
$10 million to a $30 million 
or $35 million movie, mak¬ 
ing it more difficult for any 
of its participants to collect 
on their percentages.

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Seeking meaning of the journey

Jeni Couzyn... singer of spells, weaver of songs. 

Better known in Great Britain, where she has made 
her reputation, her work bums holes through the 
smug veneer of academic poetry. 

After four collections of poems in ten years, and 
readings in Canada, Britain and South Africa, more 
readers are taking nourishment from Couzyn’s sensual 
and original writing. 

Bom in South Africa in 1942, Couzyn left in 196.'), 
partly for political reasons. “I tried Italy and Ireland. 
The only place I could .see a possibility of survival in 
was I.,ondont’' she said in an interview the other day in 
Victoria. She now divides her time between Canada. 
Britain and SouthAfrica. 

Couzyn was here on a promotion tour for 
Monkeys* Wedding, which was first published in 1972,^ 
and is now publ{.shed for the first time in Canada by 
Douglas and McIntyre. (When it rains and the .sun 
shines at the same time in South Africa, they call it 
Monkeys* Wedding.) 

It was on a cro.ss-country. reading tour in 1975 that 
Couzyn first came to Canada. She eventually became a 
citizen, forming what would become an emotional 
attachment to the country and its powerful, native 
images. 

VVhile in Victoria on her first Canadian trip, she 
married B.C. writer David Day, and the two of them 
drove and camped their way eastward to Toronto. It 
was Couzyn’s first experience with the Canadian 
landscape that would figure so importantlv in some 
of her poems. 

In Monkeys* Wedding there is a poem, “The Way 
Towards Each Other Is Through Our Bodies,” which 
says: 

The way towards each other is through our 
bodies./Words are the longest distance you can tra¬ 
vel/so complex and hazai^ous you/lose your direc¬ 
tion. 

Says Couzyn: “When words can lead us to direct 
experience and communication then we re doing our 
job as poets. Sometimes, in the spells, the words take 
on a life of their own. When the words add up to more 
than their own meanings, that’s an exciting thing for 
me.” 

In House of Changes, her most recent book, there 
is a .section of 1.3 “spells” that weave a kind of magic 
with words, beyond words. “In the spells,” she said, i 
felt I was reaching through to an inner force in myself 
that had little to do with the intellectual decoration of 
everyday language. 

“Each of the spells was written for a specific occa¬ 
sion. I published onlylheones that worked.” The “Spell 
to Banish Fear” she read to a group of six-year-olds in 
.Toronto, and “it was one of the most moving experi¬ 
ences of my life. It had a power with the children 
chanting it. It became magic:” 

By the warmth of the sun 
By the baby's cry 
By the lambs on the hill 
I banish thee. 

By the sw eetof the song 
By the warm nl^alling 
By the hum of grass 
Begone. 

Couzyn celebrates the animal kingdom in Mon¬ 
key's’ Wedding in poems like “There Are Some 
Creatures Living In My Body,” and in this short but 
powerful poem about a sea-eagle, from “Zoo 
Sequence”: . 

- Why are his wings .so big? 

Why? 

Because they are. 

—But why?' 

Because he is heavy 
He ha^ to go 
up in the air. 

^Whydoes he sit 
with his wings 
stretched out like that 
filling his cage? 

Qouzyn said she chooses to live in London because 
it’s right for her at this time in her life. “I’m in touch 
with th^oices of the world there, the vibrations in the 
air fpedSne and I feel spiritually and emotionally alive. 
But the physical environment is very tough. A lot of 
energy goes into physical survival in London. 

“London has such a long history of human hope, ex¬ 
pectation, di.scovery, experience and evolution. It’s 
as if I'm hearing my ancestors there. 

“Canada and Africa are both very important 
places for me. I travel to each whenever I can. I try to 
spend .some time each year in either Canada or Afri¬ 
ca.” Images from the Canadian and African land¬ 
scapes touch (Douzyn’s poems indelibly. 

"After I moved east my unconscious filled up with 
images of blizzards, ice and snow. "Canada has been 
very important in my development. It has opened up a 
whole new world for me, and has enriched my store of 
images.” 

Couzyn is at present working on a book of poems 
that deals with the experience of giving birth. Titled A 
Time T(^Be Born, it's about the birth of her daughter

Tarot in 1978, and will also be published by Douglas and 
McIntyre. 

^ “My basic work pattern is to start writing in the 
morning and stop for lunch, and continue until evening. 
Now that I have a daughter I have to get up during the 
night to see to her, and my patterm of work has . 
changed radically. _ 

“I’m able to do much less work now. I’m now 
working in short bursts which is very difficult. If I’m 
interruptedtluring the first draft of a poem I’ll lose it. I 
used to work 36 hours at a stretch. Now if I get 3 or 4 
hours I’ll be feeling very lucky. But I wouldn’t give 
up the joy of having my daughter for any number 
of books.” 

Couzyn said the women’s movement jn Great 
Britain is far behind Canada in terpis of progress. She 
is working on an anthology of British women poets for 
use in British schools. "In most British anthologies 
today, there are usually one or two token women at the 
most,” she said. 

"Monkeys* Wedding could perhaps best be de¬ 
scribed as having a wopian’s point of view,” she .said. 
“When it came out in Britain it was negatively 
reviewed as shrill feminism. I felt if I had published it 
in Canada in 1972 it would have had a better reception. 
I’m glad it’s available here now.” 

Science fiction figures significantly in .some of 
C^uzyn’s poems. “I’ve been very much nourished by 
science fiction writers. They showed me a vivid 
land.scape of ideas that expanded my mind.” 

The poem for two voices^that concludes House of 
Changes, “The Meaning of the Journey,” incorporates 
the Japanese “tanka” form, and was begun on 
one of her journeys from London’s Heathrow airport to 
Victoria. 

But the journey it speaks of is the human one we all 
lake. Couzyn said: "I like the poem because the 
meaning of the journey is what I’m in .search of.”

How East Germany topped sports world

THE MIRACLE MACHINE, by Doug Gilbert. 
Academic Press. $14.25. 


At the Montreal Olym¬ 
pics in 1976, East Germany, 
with a population of just 
under 17 million, won 90 
medals, of which 40 were 
golds. On a per capita basis 
this was one medal for 
every 188,880 people, ot one 
gold medal for every 425,- 
000 German Democratic 
Republic citizens. Com¬ 
parative U.S. ratios were 
one medal per 2,288,489, or 
one gold medal for every 
6,327,000 Americans. Thus, 
at Montreal, the GDR was 
just behind the USSR and 
ahead of the U.S. in the 
overall medal standings. 

How, and why, did such 
a small country do it? 
The.se are the questions 
which Doug Gilbert engag¬ 
ingly answers in The Mira¬ 
cle Machine. A sad as¬ 
pect is that Gilbert did not 
seo his 1980 forecasts for 
East Germany materlia- 
lize at Lake Placid; this 
award-winning Canadian 
journalist was tragically 
killed in an automobile ac¬ 
cident while covering the 
1979 Pan-American 
Games. 

The political goal of the 
GDR government since its 
formation in 1949 has been 
to establish its legitimacy 
throughout the world and, 
as Gilbert points out, sport 
“has been caught up in the 
middle of it.” In times 
when there was no eco¬ 
nomic sympathy from the 
West, there was sympathy 
from Westerners who na¬ 
ively Iplt that sport and 
politics should not be 
mixed. So recognition of 
the GDR has grown as the 
country’s athletes won nine 
gold medals in Mexico City, 
20 in Munich, and 40 in 
Montreal. To further ex¬ 
plain the “why”, Gilbert 


notes the more general 
Marxist-Leninist aims of 
sport —- all-round physical 
and intellectual develop¬ 
ment of all citizens which 
will also prepare them for 
work and defence. 

Gilbert gives his book 
“life” by emphasizing par¬ 
ticular sports figures. The 
technique works well, par¬ 
ticularly in the case of 
Manfred Ewald, the 
“boss” of the Gymnastics 
and Sports Union. Ewald is 
portrayed as facets of sev¬ 
eral sports figures — Vince 
Lombardi, Ara Parsegh- 
ian, George Allen. George 
Halas, and Sam Pollock. 
Such a man, then, heads the 
important non-govemmen 
tal central sports body 
which has control of fund¬ 


ing, decision-making, and 
planning. So much so that 
Gilbert suggests the Union 
.seems to control the gov¬ 
ernment at times. 

The basic units are the 
mass recreation sports 
clubs which are found 
throughout the GDR. Any 
seven people may form a 
club and, when they do, 
each member pays a .small 
fee (approximately 71 
cents per month) to the 
Union. In return all re¬ 
sources become available: 
equipment, facilitie.s. offi¬ 
cials, and coaches. Clubs 
are found in factories, col¬ 
lective farm.s, craft co¬ 
operatives, administrative 
units, universities, residen¬ 
tial areas, the army, and 
the police forces. Most 
funding comes from the 
“ state-owned industries and 
these clubs are for every¬ 
one. Elite sports people are 


treated separately. Basic¬ 
ally, larger industriesv in 
various cities support the 
local high performance 
sports clubs, which offer a 
wide range of specialized 
programs. 

Gilbert explain^ how the 
expertise to staff these 
programs has been provid¬ 
ed. A major source has 
been the University for 
Physical Culture in Leip¬ 
zig. The university has pro¬ 
duced 7.000 graduates .so 
far, and 300 of them have 
been at the doctoral level. 
These people have taught 
.school children (mainly 
gymnastics, swimming, 
and exercises), adult 
coaches, elite performers, 
and have conducted .scien¬ 
tific research of all related 
kinds. 

The curriculum covers 
many areas. Most impor¬ 
tant are training in specific 


sports (1,032 lessons), 
theory and methods of 
^raining (909 lessons), and 
fundamentals of Marxism- 
Leninism (300 lessons). 

Gilbert also di.scu.sses nu¬ 
merous medical aspects of 
sports such as drug-use 
issues and muscle stimulus 
techniques which the GDR 
sports medicine specialists 
are using. 

He then poses the ques¬ 
tion, "Is this sport?” and in 
various instances through¬ 
out his book contrasts the 
GDR methods with those of 
Canada and the U.S. An 
important difference is the 
state care of athletes — in 
the GDR it is much more 
sophisticated than in North 
America. 

The book includes fas¬ 
cinating political discus¬ 
sions but misses one impor¬ 
tant point. Gilbert says that 


“until the 1950’s there was 
one great Olympic power — 
the United States.” In fact, 
Germany was overall win¬ 
ner of the 1936 Olympic 
Games after the careful 
planning of a dictatorial 
totalitarian regime. Of re¬ 
lated interest, also, is the 
fact that the U.S. nearly 
boycotted the 1936 Berlin 
Games; a 53-56 vole of the 
U S. AAU decided the team 
would participate despite 
Hitler’s well-known views 
on Negroes and Jews. 
Thus, post-war Germany 
inherited experienced 
sport administrators, the 
recognition of sports sci¬ 
ences, and the pride of Ger¬ 
man sports achievements. 
It remains then for the 
Marxist-Leninist totalitar¬ 
ian regime to achieve the 
same end that Hitler’s gov¬ 
ernment did in 1936. As Gib 
bert explains, the GDR is 
almost there. 


‘He had knack for reshaping symmetry of fact’

THE CON MAN, by Ken Mitcbeil. Taionbooks. $7.95. 

PRISONER OF DESIRE, by Britt Hagarty. Talon- 
books. $7.95. 


The.se are probably the 
last two novels that Talon- 
books will be printing for 
some time. Rising produc¬ 
tion costs, poor distribution 
and inten.se competition 
from book-store chains 
who will stock only .stuff 
that .sells fast, have forced 
the Vancouver publishers 
to suspend publication, for 
this year at least, of any 
new titles. 

Which is a shame. Vol¬ 
umes published by Talon- 
books have always been 
beautifully designed and 
well-printed, and have con¬ 
tained some of this coun¬ 
try’s most intriguing writ¬ 


ing — as well as some of the 
most entertaining, like Ken , 
Mitchell’s latest novel, The 
Con Man. 

Gilly Savard doesn’t 
mean to cheat, or lie, or 
steal; but, “like all artists 
and storytellers, he had a 
peculiar knack for reshap¬ 
ing the symmetry of a fact 
to bring his listeners Clo.ser 
to the truth.” 

And that, Mitchell adds, 
“is a gift which readers of 
novels will appreciate.” 

So Gilly, hard-pressed to 
make a living, wends his 
way from east to west and 


back again, from Expo ’67 
to the Calgary Stampede to 
William Head pri.son, pur¬ 
sued both by his unavailing 
dreams of riches (or at 
least respectability) and a 
motley collection of cops, 
gangsters and plain ordi¬ 
nary citizens who seem all 
too eager to be conned. 

The Con Man, though, is 
no scam: lightly entertain¬ 
ing, effortlessly readable, 
it’s the kind of novel to read 
one evening with a six-pack 
of beer. If it cost $2.50 
instead of $7.95, Ken Mit¬ 
chell would be a household 
word— and rich, too. 

Britt Hagarty won’t get 
rich either writing novels, 
but it’s obvioOsly not for a 
lack of trying: his first pub¬ 
lished effort contains the 
requisite .sex and violence 
(mostly the latter), with 


shovelfuls of dope and 
alienation thrown in. 

Thrown in is the opera¬ 
tive phrase. Clearly, 
there’s a fascinating tale 
hidden here of a Victoria 
(yes, our Victoria?) junkie, 
but Hagarty seems incap¬ 
able of any restraint in his 
depiction of what at best is 
a purposeless existence. 

At Oakalla the narrator 
Sean Gallagher joins a fel¬ 
low prisoner‘as they swal¬ 
low some home-made 
dope: 

"The . . . blue liquid af¬ 
forded us the opportunity to 
briefly escape the tiny 
grey-walled musty-smell¬ 
ing cell whose graffiti- 
stained walls were mute 
testimony to the thousands 
of earlier unhappy prison¬ 
ers who had suffered from 
boredom, self-hatred, 
ennui, anger and despair in 


its gloomy depressing con¬ 
fines.” 

It can be seen from the 
tone of that passage that 
Gallagher/Hagarty is es¬ 
sentially a rpmantic ("We 
were men; we were solid; 
we suffered .separately, 
alone, silently”), and it 
becomes impossible to ig¬ 
nore the shet'r silliness of 
many of his observations of 
him.self, his companions 
and the woman he loves. 

Obviously Hagarty ha.s 
some talent. But the art 
demands a form, and until 
it's found these musings 
are more a curiosity than 
anything el.se. An Interest¬ 
ing curiosity no doubt, but 
one that will hold the atten¬ 
tion only of other young 
romantics — and book re¬ 
viewers too, of course. Per¬ 
haps! 


Chronicling west with brush

PAPER TALK: Charlie RusseIVs American West, 
edited by Brian W. DIppie. Random House. $23.^. 


When you think of west¬ 
ern artists you almost in¬ 
evitably think of the two 
R's, Russell and Reming¬ 
ton, and a new book of 
Charles M. Ru.s.seirs corre¬ 
spondence edited by Uni¬ 
versity of Victoria history 
. professor Brian Dippie will 
delight those interested in 
the field of western art. 

Russell, born near St. 
Louis, Missouri, in 1864, ar¬ 
rived in Montaiia in 1880 as 
a teenager and spent many 
years as a working cowboy 
in the U.S. and Canada be¬ 
fore taking up art as a seri¬ 
ous occupation. 

Today his major paint¬ 
ings command hundreds of 
thousands of dollars. 

A surprisingly large 


amount of his personal cor- 
re.spondence survives, in¬ 
variably accompanied by 
beautiful art-work on letter 
and envelope, and editor 
Dippie has dune a master¬ 
ful job of tracking if down 
and supplying detailed an¬ 
notations. 

Russell’s letters to his di¬ 
verse and wide assortment 
of friends, including plains 
Indians, cowboys, frontier 
characters, businessmen 
and such Hollywood lumin- 
aries as Douglas Fair¬ 
banks, reveal a warm, gen¬ 
erous man more than a 
little rueful about the pass¬ 
ing of the old west. 

He was an early conser¬ 
vationist, deploring the de¬ 
spoliation of nature by 
tourists, and all his life 


worked for better treat¬ 
ment of the oppressed 
original inhabitants, the 
Indians. As a young man, 
he had lived with the 
Bloods during one winter in 
southern Alberta. 

There Is considerable in¬ 
formation concerning the 
first Calgary Stampede in 
1912 and the Victory Siam 
pede in 1919. Russell was an 
enthusiastic spectator and 
had major art exhibitions 
at both stampedes. 

Of particular interest to 
Canadian readers are hiS 
letters^ to Guy Weadick, 
Stampede o^rganizerf 
Ralph Kendall, an ex- 
Mountie who wrote a series 
of novels, about the force 
admired by Russell; and 
Bob Stuart and Tex 
McL^, Stampede bronc 
riders. 

Russell’s correspon¬ 
dence was distinctive for 


its amusing plains ver¬ 
nacular coupled with a 
unique way of spelling. 

For example, on a visit to 
England in 1914 he record¬ 
ed his impressions of Buck¬ 
ingham Palace in a letter to 
Sid Willis, proprietor of 
The Mint saloon in Great 
Falls, Mont: 

/ went up to the Palice the 
other day where King Gorg 
(George V) camps every 
thing was so quiet I think 
Gorg over slept that morn¬ 
ing mayby he was Op late in 
a stud game aney how I 
dident disturb him but took 
6f my hat to the gard an let 
it go at that its a sinch Gorg 
will be sum sore when he 
finds I passed with out call¬ 
ing these gards are about 
as fancy a bunch of bulls as 
ever I saw all six footers 
rigged in gold and polished 
steel each rider stands at 
bis post like a statue and if 


it hadent been for the twich 
of there horses ears Id bet 
it was taxidurmist work. 

The book, which contains 
20 plates of well-known 
Russell paintings and hun¬ 
dreds of watercolQr and 
pen and ink sketches, is 
arranged- chronologically 
and traces Russell’s career 
from impoverished cow¬ 
hand to renowned artist 
through his letters. 

Although he received in¬ 
ternational acclaim for hiS 
art, Russell’s friends knew 
him more for his strength 
of character, humor, wit 
and humanity, ail of which 
is illuminated through his 
private correspondence in 
Paper Talk. 

As his friend Will Rogers 
observed in ^ibute to the 
artist, Russ^would have 
been a great man to his 
friends even if he couldn’t 
have whitewashed a fence.

Garden Notes 




In yesterday's column, I told of 
how horticultural therapy is being 
used most successfully in homes for 
the elderly. Well, there are also sev¬ 
eral ways In which gardening can be 
used as a sort of community therapy. 

Several yestp ago a group of citi¬ 
zens in one town formed a community 
beautification committee. The result 
has been that the entire town, each 
summer, sparkles with t^e yellow, or¬ 
ange and gold of thousands of marig¬ 
olds planted along the streets, in 
parks and on private property. 

Almost everyone gets into the pro¬ 
ject one way or another. For exam¬ 
ple, the most spectacular planting is 
almost a mile of curving beds in the 
median strips of one of the principal 
streets. This is the special project of 
the children in the town's 19 elemen¬ 
tary schools. 

In the spring, seeds and peat 
cubes, donated by a local garden 
centre, are counted and packaged by 
Girl Guides for delivery to the 
schools. The children raise the plants 
in their cla.ssrooms. 

On Marigold Day in mid-May the 
children, with plants In hand, pride 
and excitement in their eyes and 
voices, climb from their school buses 
to tuck each plant into the beds pre¬ 
pared by the parks department. 
Planting helpers are on hand to direct 
the children— members of the beau-

tification committee, of various gar¬ 
den clubs and city officials. 

What a«anarvellous way of intro¬ 
ducing a child to the idea of contri¬ 
buting to the community in which he 
lives! This children's project involves 
close to 9,000 plants, creating a con¬ 
tinuous display of brilliant color for 
all who pass by these beds every day.

lovely feast for the eye. 

Weeding of the flower beds 
through the summer and autumn is 
done by volunteer groups from ciVic 
and garden clubs which are assigned 
definite areas. The parks department 
is assisted in planting and grooming 
other marigolds by neighbors, many 
of them senior citizens. 

Landscaping plans for many of the 
city's government buildings, schools, 
fire stations and recreation centres 
include various varieties of marigold. 
Apartment complex owners, too, 
have added carefully designed mari¬ 
gold beds for the pleasure of their 
tenants and many homes have the 
city's official flower in beds, boxes 
and pots. 

Of course, a community needn't 
confine itself to marigolds although 
this is an excellent choice in low 
maintenance and long-lasting bloom. 
They’re used most effectively in long 
Barrow strips on each side of the 
Island highway through Courtenay, 


as up-Island visitors will have ob¬ 
served. 

Another interesting gardening 
story invojves the New York City 
Housing authority and its .270 enor 
mous, low-income apartment com¬ 
plexes housing many thousands of fa- 
milie.s. The Authority offered tenant 
groups seed money to grow flower 
and vegetable gai^ens which were 
later judged, prizes being awarded in 
the form of brass plaques. 

About 100 groups entered the first 
competition. A child care centre pro 
duct^ a small heart-shaped bed of 
petunias shot with a marigold arrow. 
Senior citizens made their club en¬ 
trance a riot of color with zinnias and 
Girl Scouts planted their insignia in 
alyssum across a wide slope of lawn. 

Groups from small children to old 
folks got hooked on gardening. They 
pored over seed catalogs and dili¬ 
gently tilled the ground below their 
windows. Neighbors would linger to 
admire their sturdily staked toma¬ 
toes and swelling, purple eggplants. 
Oldsters spent their days on walkway 
benches supervising with proprietary 
pride. Thousands of eyes watched 
from upper windows. Crops were 
shared and nothing was swiped. 

During one judging, a child on his 
orange plastic tricycle was asked 
what he had done to help. He answer¬ 
ed, “My job was to chase away the 
butterflies.”

Advisers start move 
to push Carter budget 


WASHINGTON (Reuter) 
— President Carter’s eco¬ 
nomic advisers launched a 
campaign Saturday to win 
approval for the presi¬ 
dent’s proposed budget 
cuts and to convince the 
country that its 18-per-cent 
inflation rate can be 
curbed. 

They told reporters that 
one of the factors which 
prompted th^ president to 
propose a new anti-infla¬ 
tion program and budget 
cuts was an indication peo¬ 
ple were cutting savings to 
spend and borrow with 
abandon biTore prices rose 
even further. 

Another key factor was 
the sharp rise in interest 
rates and the resulting drop 
in bond prices after 


Carter's budget was origi¬ 
nally presented to Con¬ 
gress in January, the ad¬ 
visers said. 

Treasury Secretary G. 
William Miller said he con¬ 
siders the rise in interest 
rates to be a reflection of 
expectations of continued 
strong inflation. 

“I think the changing of 
the atmosphere and the in¬ 
flation expecations will, in 
due course, and I can’t tell 
.\^u when, bring back the 
normal operation of tho.se 
markets,” he said. 

Carter proposed cutting 
$14 billion from the 1981 
budget he offered In Janu¬ 
ary, hit imported oil with a 
tariff designed to raise 
gasoline prices by 10 cents 


a gallon and, in co-opera¬ 
tion with the Federal Re¬ 
serve Board, restricted 
banks’ ability to lend and 
borrow. 

The aim of the budget 
cuts and new tax measures 
is to show a sui^lus of $10 
billion to $13 billion in place 
of the $15.8-billion deficit 
originally forecast in the 
1981 budget. 

If the measurts succeed, 
it would be the first U.S. 
budget surplus in 12 years 
and, the administration 
hopes, help calm bopd 
markets by signalling that 
the treasury would be able 
to cease new borrowij^. 

The acid test will come 
Monday when financial 
markets reopen.

Carter grabs triumphs 


United Press International 

President Carter, continuing his steady climb to¬ 
wards the Democratic nomination, Saturday crushed 
Senator Edward Kennedy in Mississippi and Wyoming 
and appeared on his way to an easy victory in South 
Carolina. 

Carter beat Kennedy by a landslide in Mississippi’s 
precinct caucuses, took an early lead in South Caro¬ 
lina’s precinct caucuses and defeated Kennedy in Wyo¬ 
ming’s county conventions—the first lest of strength 
between the two major Democratic candidates in the 
Rocky Mountain West. 

In Wyoming, with 19 of 23 counties reporting in unof¬ 
ficial results, Carter captured 62.2 percent of the 
delegates to the May stale convention. Kennedy had 
24.2 per cent and 13.4 per cent were uncommitted. 

Im actual delegate votes won. Carter had 106.5, or 
just over half the total of 204. Kennedy had 41.5 and 
23 were uncommitted. 


Carter’s margin In the South was even greater. 

With 1,210 of Mississippi’s the 2,168 precincts re¬ 
porting, Carte;- had 1,623.7 delegate votes or 76.4 per-, 
cent, while Kennedy had lllft delegate votes or 5.2 
per cent. Former governor Cliff Finch got only 0.8 percent 
in his home state, California Governor Edmund Brown 
Jr. received 0.1 per cent and another 17.5 per cent was 
uncommitted. 

With slightly over two per cent of South Carolina’s l,- 
649 precincts reporting. Carter collected 67 per cent 
of the delegates to March county conventions, com¬ 
pared to 6 per cent for Kennedy and 26 per cent un¬ 
committed. 

The UPI count gave Carter a 282 145 delegate 
lead over Kennedy, with "^,666 delegates to the Dem¬ 
ocratic National Convention needed for nomination. 

That did not include eight states, including Wyoming, 
Mi.ssissippi and South Carolina, where the actual delegate 
breakdown has not been determined although Carter is 
expected to get the lion’s share.

In recent years, 
though, about a score of 
new vineyards have been 
established, among them 
Hungerford Hill. 

The Hungerford opera¬ 
tion started in 1967 when 
the company purchased a 
tract of land at Pokolbin. 
Planting—shiraz, cabernet 
sauvignon and semilion— 
took place a year later. 


AND THE FIRST vin 
tage, about 11 tons of most- 
ly shiraz, was released 
when the cellar complex 
and the village’s restau¬ 
rant were opened in 1973. 

Our group, which includ¬ 
ed both experts as well as 
dedicated wine devotees 
such as this writer, had the 
opportunity to taste about 
half the 16 reds and whites 
currently being marketed 
by this house. Cognoscenti 
and amateurs alike ap¬ 
peared duly impressed.

Most costly city title goes 
but Tokyo still not cheap 


The foreign tourist has 
become a rare bird in 
Japan, but JNTO (the na¬ 
tional tourist office) ha.s 
bt*en showing signs of life 
lately. It's surpri.sing. For 
the past eight years, we’ve 
had only skim milk press 
release’s from JNTO. 

Now comes a personal 
letter and a chart:". . . re¬ 
cent comparative price 
. survey shows Tokyo ranks 
as only the NINTH most 
expensive among 17 
cities. . . 

The survey puts the high¬ 
est priced cities in order: 
"P^rls, Sao Paulo, Frank¬ 
furt, Geneva, New York, 
Hong Kong, Chicago, Lon¬ 
don.” 

Then comes Tokyo. (Fol¬ 
lowed by San Francisco, 
Sydney, Los Angeles and 
Honolulu. Least expensive 
on the list is Dallas.) 

Most of us have been 
overflying Japan. A couple 
of Tokyo nights broke our 
hearts and our pocket- 
books. I haven’t been fur¬ 
ther than the airport for 
four years. 

An American friend is 
surviving in Tokyo with an 
American business behind 
him. 

Old Far East say- 
ing:"For a happy life, a 
Japane.se wife, a Chinese 
cook and an American ex¬ 
pense account." 

He has all three and he 
told me: “Don’t even 
THINK of going out to din¬ 
ner and a night club for less 
than $200 per couple. And 
that’s economy, nof first- 
cla.ss.’’ 

I could believe it. In the 
1,000-room New Otani, the 
spinning rooftop bar was 
getting $5.50 for Scotch. 
Dinner was around $40 
each. And a brandy was 
$16! 

The ranking of the cities 
was done by JNTO offices 
in the 17 cities. So while 
I believe their honesty, well 
— "Never .send a cat to buy 
lard," said my grandmoth¬ 
er. 

Ryuji Kamakawa was 
Deputy Director of JNTO 
in San Francisco. 

♦ His reasoning:"Over the 
past two years, the yen has 
weakened compared to the 
U.S. and Canadian dollars. 
Two years ago, you got only

175 yen for the dollar. Now 
you get 248.80. That’s a 
boost of 35 percent." 

London’s FinunciaJ 
Times (world bankers 
-think a lot of it)~agrees 
Tokyo is ninth in rank of 
costs. 

But it says LONDON has 
replaced Tokyo as the 
world’s MOST expensive 
city. 

The Times surveyed 
66 cities; What would it 


cost a tourist to stay three 
days? "For an American in 
London, it would cost $550. 
That’s for hotels, restau 
rants, drinks, and cab 
rides. A McDonald’s ham¬ 
burger is 75 cents and Colo¬ 
nel Sanders Kentucky Fin¬ 
ger-Lickin’ Chicken costs 
double what it does in the 
States." 

The Times said four 
years ago London wa.s in 
38th place. A bargain city.' 


Keio Plaza was once the world's tallest 
hotel—prices in Japan are high too 


in the next year, it jumped 
to 13th. Next year to llth. 
This year it hit the top. 

The Times puts Moscow 
rather than San Francisco 
m 10th place. 

Why are the Japanese 
surfacing on the tourist 
scene? I stopped over in the 
Haliday Inn at Narita 
where they built the new 
airport.. (Holiday Inns in 
the Orient are not like ours, 
a semi-motel. The Holiday 
Inns overseas are luxuri¬ 
ous affairs. The one on 
Sioane Street in London 
charges $100 a day single.) 

In the shoji screen bar, a 
Western hotel man said: "It 
may be the Japanese feel 
they lost face by not com¬ 
peting in the tourist mar¬ 
ket. They are so anxious to 
be recognized as "mod¬ 
ern." At the same time, 
they really don’t mean it. 

“For a long time, the. 
very best Japanese inn.s-: 
the ryokans—advertised in 
Western tourist publica¬ 
tions. But if you tried to get' 
a room—“So sorry. All 
full." 

The advertising made 
them "modern.’’ Gave , 
them big face. But they 
really didn’t want Western 
people. 

This was well known 
around the Tokyo Foreign 
Correspondents’ Club. I 
finally got a room at the 
luxury Fukuda-ya after a 
prominent Japanese 
vouched for me. Promised 
I’d take my .shoes off at the 
door. And sit on the floor, 
not on the table. 

"When you sit on table, it 
like you sit on your father’s 
head," my maid explained. 

What’s the new Tokyo 
cost? The JNTO survey 
says: "Single room with 
breakfast, $69.13. Shot of 
whisky, $2.21. Fast food 
burger, pie, coffee, $1.49. 

You have no trouble get¬ 
ting rooms. The new Otani 
is one of several modern 
hotels with 1,000 rooms 
each. 

You might have trouble 
getting a Japanese inn. 
“All full. So sorry.” 

. Foreigners make mistakes 
in Japanese customs. They 
lo.se face. But if you correct 
them, YOU lose face. It’s a 
standoff.

The day we ventured 
where J esus walked 


By Robert D. Chaplin 

It is dusk on the Mount 
of Beatitudes. From the 
loggia of the modern 
Italian chapel, the Sea of 
Galilee and the hills ca¬ 
ressing it appear as if 
seen through a curtain 
gauze. 

The contours of the lake 
and adjacent landscape are 
soft and gentle. The water 
laps against the rocks. 
Birds sing. Palm fronds 
and eucalyptus leaves stir 
in the breeze, sounding in 
our ears as a steady cas¬ 
cade. 

Viewed through the white 
marble arches of the 
. chapel, the landscape of 
the northern shore of the 
Sea of Galilee is like the 
New Testament itself—soft 
and temperate. The terrain 
is as comforting as the 
prose of the gospels. After 
seeing the view from this 
point, the inspiration that 
Jesus must have felt be¬ 
comes almost palpable. 

Many experienced tra¬ 
vellers call this the most 
tranquil place in the world. 
Sunset is a good time to 
visit since the walls of the 
octagonal chapel built in 
1937 reverberate with the 
singing of white-robed 
Benedictine monks seated 
around the altar. The mood 
is so peaceful that the sec¬ 
onds which pass between 
each chorus seem like an 
eternity. 

At the foot of the mount, 
Byzantine Christians in the 
fourth century built a 
church and monastery. It 
was destroyed by the in¬ 
vading Arabs in the early 
part of the .seventh century, 
but the ruins are still 
noticeable. 

Following the lake north¬ 
ward from the Mount of 
Beatitudes is like a long, 
peaceful meditation. Jesus 
Pleached in Capernaum’s 
synagogue, and visitors 
may tour the ruins of a 
third century synagogue 
built on the original site. 
While the ruins of other 
nearby synagogues are 
made of local black basalt 
stone, the synagogue at Ca¬ 
pernaum is made of beauti¬ 
ful white marble. This says 
much of the prosperity of 
the city which existed here 
three centuries after Jesus’ 
birth. 

At Capernaum, archeolo¬ 
gists have uncovered what 
is believed to be the horse

of Peter, who after encoun¬ 
tering Jesus by the Sea of 
Galilee, became one of his 
disciples. Nearby is the at¬ 
tractive white-walled, red- 
domed Greek church of Ca¬ 
pernaum. ^ 

A few miles beyond Ca¬ 
pernaum the Jordan River, 
no doubt one of the most 
famous rivers in the world, 
flows into the Sea of Gab- 
lee. It leaves the lake ag» 
at Its southwest comer on 
its tortuous course down to 
the Dead Sea. Here—where 
it leaves the Sea of Gali¬ 
lee—facilities exist for pil¬ 
grims to conduct prayers 
or baptism. 

Further down the shore 
in the direction of Tiberias 
is Tabgha. It was here, 
amidst the fig trees and 


vines, that Jesus per¬ 
formed the miracle of feed¬ 
ing the multitudes by divid¬ 
ing but a (ew loaves and 
fishes. The Byzantine 
Church of the Multiplica- 
-tion celebrates the event. 
The church was destroyed 
in the seventh century but 
the mosaic floor which re¬ 
mains is one of the most 
resplendent in Israel. The 
.section behind the altar 
recalls the miracle by de¬ 
picting two fishes on both 
sides of a basket. The rest 
of the mosaic glorifies the 
natural landscape. Papy¬ 
rus, oleanders, geese and 
flamingoes are represent¬ 
ed. The unusually intricate 
design suggests that a 
famous artist of the period 
is responsible for the mo¬ 
saic.

Between Tabgha and Ti¬ 
berias along the shore of 
the lake is the small village 
of Migdal (Magdala), one 
of the oldest towns in the 
Galilee. It is the site of the 
biblical Migdal Numia (the 
Fisherman’s tower), the 
traditional blrthplace_gf 
Mary Magdalene. The Ul¬ 
lage was visited by Jesus 
according to the Gospel lOf 
St. Mark. 

Through the Mount of Be¬ 
atitudes remains open till 
the conclusion of sunset, 
both Capernaum and the 
churclies at Tabgha close 
at 4:30 p.m. So a recom¬ 
mended itinerary would be 
to visit Tabgha and Caper¬ 
naum in the afternoon, and 
afterwards view sunset on 
the church balcony at the 
Mount of Beatitudes. 

For the budget traveller, 
the youth hostel in Tabgha 
is an excellent place to 
spend the night. It is per¬ 
haps the most beautiful in 
the Holy Land. The build¬ 
ing once functioned as a 
Benedictine hospice built 
by a German order in 1888. 
The hostel overlooks the 
lake and is surrounded by 
gardens. 

The Franciscan Hospice 
at the Mount of Beatitudes. 
(Ospizio Monte di Beatitu- 
dine) offers simple but 
tranquil accommodations 
for just $10 per person per 
night, naturally to travel¬ 
lers of all religions. Visi¬ 
tors here may take advan- 
tage of the mount’s 
superlative view of the Sea 
of Galilee. 

At Kibbutz Nof Ginassar, 
a few miles south of 
Tabgha, visitors may take 
advantage of one of Is¬ 
rael’s two four-star Kib¬ 
butz Guest-Hpuses. Double 
room accommodations 
here run about $35 (sum¬ 
mer 1980) including a large 
Israeli Buffet Breakfast. 

At Tiberias, one of Is¬ 
rael’s major resorts, visi¬ 
tors have a large choice of 
hotels in this town founded 
2,000 years ago on the Sea 
of Galilee shore; from 
small pensions, to hotels of 
all categories including the 
luxury Galei Kinnereth (Is¬ 
rael’s oldest resort hotel) 
and the Tiberias Plaza, 
part of the Canadian Pa¬ 
cific Hotel chain.

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From children’s needs to employee wheels 


NANAIMO — Concerns 
ranged from coping with 
the needs of disadvantage# 
children to how much to 
pay employees for mileage 
on school business occu¬ 
pied the attention of the 
Nanaimo and Ladysmith 
school board last week. 

A visitor to the board — 
Carl Daneliuk from the 
provincial department of 
education —* gave the 
School District 68 trustees 
an opportunity to ask about 
some prime concerns. 

Daneliuk told the trus¬ 
tees that he will be visiting 
and assisting about eight 
school districts for the 


province and offered to act 
as an advocate for the Nan- 
aimo-Ladysmith disjtrict 
for any problems they 
might wish to take to the 
provincial government. 

During an informal dis¬ 
cussion period, trustees 
told Daneliuk, some of the 
things they would like dis¬ 
cussed with the province. 

Board chairman Joy 
Leach was especially con¬ 
cerned with a problem that 
surfaced during the school 
district’s recent public 
hearing on educational phi¬ 
losophy. 

She said that the discus¬

sponsibility the schools 
should take over, and what 
a school should do with 
children wKo arrived 
hungry and dirty, with 
home problems. 

She added that while the 
board probably felt it 
shouldn’t be spending edu¬ 
cation dollars on such 
items as food, washing ma¬ 
chines and social care, the 
agencies responsible for 
such items weren’t solving 
the problems either. 

A discussion ensued with 
the entire board and Dane¬ 
liuk, with the provincial 
representative promising 
to take up the concerns 
with various departments 
in Victoria. 

Other topics covered by 
the board and Daneliuk in¬ 
cluded the draft of the 
province’s handbook for 


school administrators, 
funding for special educa¬ 
tion, careers programs, 
and coping with shifting 
populations in a school dis¬ 
trict. 

More Imniediate prob¬ 
lems faced the trustees as 
they agreed to raise the 
mileage allowance to 28 
cents a mile. 


There had been consider¬ 
ation of a two-level mileage 
rate, with less for small 
cars and more for larger 
cars, but trustees decid^ed 
that the interment rate 
would encourage the use of 
fuel-efficient vehicles. 

The board was told that 
the province pays 29 cents 
per mile to its employees 


using their own vehicles on 
official busine.s,^. 

The beginnings of a new 
school will spring up in the 
Uplands area next fall. The 
board voted to locate a 
four-room portable school 
on property the district 
owns on Uplands Drive. 

The school, which will 
house kindergarten, grade 


one, two and three students 
from the immediate area, 
will be an annex of Rock 
City school for the time 
being. 

The new school will take 
some of the pressure off 
Rock City school, which 
now has 550 students, the 
largest elementary school 
in the district. 


A permanent building for 
the Uplands site could be 
included in the 1981 capital 
budget. 

A more ambitious type of 
new building — a theatre — 
will be the topic of ioint 
discussions between the 
school board, city parks 
and recreation and Mala- 
splna College.

And if North 
could contribute the right 
cards, the four spade game 
would not be beyond reach. 

Brachman was right on 
both counts and a routine 
defense would have surren¬ 
dered a doubled game. 
However, the Chinese took 
all the tricks that weren’t 
nailed down and they man¬ 
aged a spine-tingling one 
trick set. 

West led his lowest club 
to East's queen and ^ East 
deciphered what he* was 
being asked to do.

A coast guard vessel 
didn’t arrive at the scene 
unm 32 hours after the 
mayday. It was undergoing 
a refit and couldn't start 
out immediately. 

RESCUE 15, a volunteer 
rescue group in Prince Ru¬ 
pert consisting primarily 
of commercial fisherman, 
was angered at not being 
asked to*help by the re.scue 
centre. The centre told the 
inquest that 60-knot winds 
and six-metre seas would 
have made it too risky to 
send out the volunteers. 

The centre is staffed 
around the clock by teams 
of three men—a military 
officer, a coast guard ma¬ 
rine advi.ser and a military 
NCO who is a support man 
for the other two. 

IN AN emergency, the 
group is expected to co-or¬ 
dinate available resources, 
including Canadian armed 
forces, Canadian and U.S. 
coa.st guards, RCMP and 
civilian organizations. 

The inquest became an 
investigation of rescue re¬ 
sources along B.C.’s north¬ 
ern coast. 

Horst Klein attended the 
Lee Wang Zin inquest and 
came to his own conclu¬ 
sions about the incident. 

"Basically, there was 
nothing done in the case of 
the Lee Wang Z/n," he 
says. 

“I THINK THEY are 

afraid, sometimes, espe¬ 
cially when they get new 
guys in there, to pull all the 
stops. They lack training. 
They are too far removed 
from what’s happening. 
They sit in their bloody of¬ 
fices and they haven’t got a 
bloody clue what it takes to 
do something.’’ 

Klein is now doing his 
own .search and rescue. He 
and his family have attend¬ 
ed 400 marine incidents.

Victims threatening confrontations at rapists’ own homes

A new tactic in the war 
against rape involves con¬ 
fronting the rapist at his 
home, a ftape Assault 
Centre spokesman said 
Saturday in Victoria. 

Nadine Vockeroth said 


the confrontation tactic 
could only be used in cases 
where women were as¬ 
saulted by someone they 
knew, a casual acquaint¬ 
ance, for example. 

Vockeroth said the 
centre did not perceive the 
tactic as standing outside 
the rapist’s home and 


chanting or publicly criti¬ 
cizing him. 

That, she said, could 
leave one open to possible 
court action. 

Rather, a victim would 
be accompanied by other 
women for support. The 
victim might take along 
literature on rape. 


In Vancouver, the tactic 
has elicited different re¬ 
sponses. Usually, it forces 
the rapist to re-examine his 
b^avior. 

One rapist said after a 
confrontation that he was 
interested in speaking to a 
men-against-rape group. 

“The tactic has to be ini¬ 


tiated by the victim her¬ 
self. It’s the kind of action 
that would be part of an 
over-all series of choices 
the woman could make— 
the police, the court sys¬ 
tem, criminal compensa¬ 
tion, civil courts, the 
Human Rights Branch.” 

Vockeroth said the 


centre provided support 
and neither pressed.nor dis¬ 
couraged women in these 
actions. * 

The confrontation tactic 
can give a woman back the 
emotional strength she lost 
when she was assaulted. 

“She doesn’t have to wait 


a year in the court system 
for gratification.” 

Victoria lawyer Jane 
Henderson said Saturday 
that “It’s a sorry comment 
on the legal system that the 
confrontation tactic has to 
be used.” 

Henderson said few rap¬ 
ists were ever convict^ 


and “there is little satisfac¬ 
tion for the rape victim by 
the time she gets through 
the legal wringer.” 

Henderson said people 
should keep up pressure to 
have the Criminal Code 
amended to reflect that 
rape was an assault and not 
a sexual act.

Food or fuel: Competition for world’s crops 


WASHINGTON (UPI) ~ Ambi¬ 
tious government goals for making 
alcohol fuels from crops could boo¬ 
merang by tying food prices to the 
spiraling cost of oil, a new study said 
Saturday. 


In the report, a private re,search 
group concluded that multi-billion 
dollar subsidies for alcohol fuels 
will.yield tiny oil savings — and a 
massive demand on cropland. 

The administration, which has an¬ 
nounced subsidies ranging from $8 


billion to $13 billion, hopes to encour¬ 
age production of 500 million gallons 
of ethyl alcohol or ethanol in 1981. 

The alcohol, which could absorb up 
to 5 million tons of the com recently 
embargoed from export to the Soviet 
Union, is mixed with gasoline in a 
l-to-9 ratio to form gasohol. 

“If cropland is shifted to the pro¬ 
duction of fuel for automobiles, it will 
come at the expense of grain for 
export,” Lester Brown, president of 
the Worldwatch Institute, said in the 
study. 


“Reaching the U.S. annual produc¬ 
tion goal of 2 billion gallons of ethanol 
by the mid-1980s would require 20 
million tons of com or its equivalent 
— one-fifth of the current export¬ 
able U.S. grain surplus,” be said. 


per gallon by the end of 1981 and “the 
price of oil may soon set the price of 
food.” 


The rising price of decontrolled oil 
and marginal world food supplies 
combine to make alcohol fuel produc¬ 
tion a dangerous competitor for crops 
and cropland, the institute study 
said. 

Brown said gasoline could rise $3 


“As countries turn to alcohol dis¬ 
tilled from agricultural commodities 
as a source of fuel for automo¬ 
biles, more and more farmers will 
have a choice of producing food for 
people or fuel for automobiles. 

“They are likely to produce which¬ 
ever is more profitable,” the report 
said. 

Although soaring food costs can be 


met by affluent owners of the world’s 
315 million cars, they are certain to 
hurt the world’s poorest people — and 
widen the gap between rich and 
disadvantaged. Brown said. 

If the typical American car ran on 
alcohol, it would require seven tons of 
grain a year, compared to less than a 
ton needed to feed an affluent person. 
Yet annual production levels of 2 biK 
lion gallons of alcohol would only 
save about a week’s worth of ga.soline 
at current U.S. consumption rates, 
Brown said. 


Thus, while he agreed with Presi¬ 
dent Carter’s Soviet grain embargo, 
he charged the gasohol program it 
spawned was “hastily conceived.” 


Brown favored a modest alcohol 
program instead that could fuel farm 
tractors and be based on agricultural 
and food processing wastes instead of 
food crops. 


“I think the idea of burning food in 
an automobile is very questionable,” 
he said.

Alberta overtook British 
Columbia in 1979 as west¬ 
ern Canada’s richest prov¬ 
ince, due primarily to the 
oil price increase that 
began in 1973, says a report 
by the United Steelworkers 
of America. 

The report, released Fri¬ 
day by the USW’s research 
department, said the B.C. 
mining industry will pros¬ 
per in 1980 and the union 
will be going after its share 
of the profits. 

“Alberta is both the un¬ 
questioned king of the 
boom in the economy of 
western Canada and the 
symbol of the shift in eco¬ 
nomic power to the west,” 
it said. 

“The west’s share of the 
national product has in¬ 
creased from 29.9 per cent 
in 1973 to an estimated 33.2 
per cent in 1980,” the report 
said. 

Alberta accounted for 
more than two-thirds of the 
value of western mineral 
production, due primarily 
to oil and gas production.

East’s three heart bid was 
a limit raise and Malcolm 
Brachman of Dallas jumped 
to four spades on a double- 
edged effort. If E}ast-west 
could make a heart game, 
four spades rated to be a 
good sacrifice. And if North 
could contribute the right 
cards, the four spade game 
would not be beyond reach. 

Brachman was right on 
both counts and a routine 
defense would have surren¬ 
dered a doubled game. 
However, the Chinese took 
all the tricks that weren't 
nailed down and they man¬ 
aged a spine-tingling one 
trick set. 

West led his lowest club 
to East’s queen and l^st 
deciphered what he was 
being asked to do. He led 
back the diamond seven for 
West to ruff (suit prefer¬ 
ence: East’s king of clubs 
was marked; the diamond 
seven also promised some¬ 
thing in hearts). 

West knew that declarer

Thirty Taiwanese sea¬ 
men who died Christmas 
Day when their freighter 
overturned near Prince 
Rupert left behind a public 
outcry against their would- 
be rescuers. 

B.C.’s search and rescue 
body, the Rescue Co-ordi¬ 
nation Centre, is being ac¬ 
cused of mistakes and 
delays during the operation 
to aid the Lee Wang Z/n, 
which turned turtle in 
heavy seas off the Queen 
Charlotte Islands. 

HORST. KLEIN, a for 
mer member of the Cana¬ 
dian Marine Rescue Auxili¬ 
ary, a voluntary agency 
with coast guard origins, is 
one of the most vocal 
critics of B.C.’s marine 
rescue capability. He says 
the problem is more than a 
lack of equipment and 
trained personnel at the 
rescue centre. 

“They have one guy 
‘doing a job and 10 guys 
slinging paper. They are a 
bunch of paper-eating bu¬ 
reaucrats. They aren’t pre¬ 
pared to learn from their 
own mistakes. 

“YOU CAN’T fix it with 
more money and you can’t 
fix it with more equipment. 
You’ve got to fix the bloody 
system.” 

In Vancouver, a coro¬ 
ner's inquest was told 
about inadequate' equip¬ 
ment, delays, poor judg¬ 
ment by the coast guard, 
procedural errors and re¬ 
fusal of offers of hi*lp from 
vessels in the area.

partment and the coast 
guard, is standing fast in 
the face of criticism and 
says it is not concerned 
about an independent in¬ 
quiry into its activities or¬ 
dered by the inquest jury. 

THE JURY heard evi¬ 
dence that a coast guard 
helicopter in Prince Ru¬ 
pert, fiO kilometres from 
the estimated i^sition of 
the Lee Wang Z/n, was not 
airborne until three hours 
after the SOS was re¬ 
ceived. 

A coast guard, vessel 
didn’t arrive at the scene 
until 32 hours after the 
mayday. It was undergoing 
a refit and couldn’t start 
out immediately. 

RESCUE 15, a volunteer 
rescue group in Prince Ru¬ 
pert consisting primarily 
of commercial fi.sherman, 
was angered at not being 
asked to help by the rescue 
centre. The centre told the 
inquest that 60-knot winds 
and six-metre seas would 
have made it too risky to 
send out the volunteers. 

The centre is staffed 
around the clock by teams 
of three men—a military 
officer, a coast guard ma¬ 
rine adviser and a military 
NCO who is a support man 
for the other two. 

IN AN emergency, the 
group is expect^ to co-or¬ 
dinate available resources, 
including Canadian armed 
forces, Canadian and U.S. 
coast guards, RCMP and 
civilian organizations. 

The inquest became an 
investigation of rescue re- 
.sources along B.C.’s north¬ 
ern coast. 

Horst Klein attended the 
Lee Wang Z/n inquest and 
came to his own conclu¬ 
sions about the incident. 

“Basically, there was 
nothing done in the case of 
the Lee Wang Z/n,’’ he 
says. 

“I THINK THEY are 
afraid, sometimes, espe¬ 
cially when they get new 
guys in there, to pull all the 
stops. They lack training. 
They are too far removed 
from what’s happening. 
They sit in their bloody of¬ 
fices and they haven’^t got a 
bloody clue what it takes to 
do something.” 

Klein is now doing his' 
own search and rescue. He 
and his family have attend¬ 
ed too marine incidents.

Essence of Summer 


What makes a summer? 
To the very young it 
could be the wading pools and 
sandy beaches, to be followed 
later by swimming, tennis and 
various sports, and in later 
years camping, fishing, hik¬ 
ing and travel. 

But what of those whose facufties have 
diminished and now bask in the warm glow of the 
western golden sun. They too, still have many 
choices, in fact, to quote a French saying **chau- 
cutt a sont gout."* 

TO THOSE WHO HAVE lived close to nature 
and observed its ways, the choice will no doubt be 
that of a garden of flowers, shrubs and trees. 

A garden where the soft gentle music of the 
bees compliments the beauty and glory of the 
day, one which is further embellished by the 
flight of richly colored butterflies, the whole 
exalted by the birds singing their praise to the 
majesty of it all. 

In August, there is the added beauty of the 
goldfinch coming to feed on the sunflower seed. 
heads, these planted to allow for short darts to 
cover. It is not unusual to see a dozen birds 
feeding at one time. When, at the slightest sign of 
alarm, like scraps of goldleaf scattering in the 
wind, all rise to take cover in nearby trees. 

DUE TO LACK of environment, humming¬ 
birds are not plentiful here, but one bird graced 
us with its presence a number of times last 
summer. Its visits were brief, but its overhead 
flight among the hanging baskets was always a 
delight to hear. 

One day in mid-August it paid a very formal 
visit staying close by for some time, then, with a 


Summers 

When I was 11 and 12, 
back in the 1930s, our parents 
rented a cabin at Foul Bay, 
now Gonzales Bay, and ^ey, 
my sister, my brother md I 
spent our summer holidays 
there. Dad commuted by 
streetcar from' his job at the 
Bay Street Armory. 

Rain or sun, we children lived on that beach. 
Every cent I earned went to rent the small 
wooden boats we called kayaks, from the lady 
who owned the candy store. Ten cents ah hour, or 
three hours for a quarter. 1 paddled far out to the 
shipping lanes, an explore^like Christopher 
Columbus, ready to discover anything. 

We ‘built sand castles with moats, mansions 
with gardens, then abandoned them to the incom¬ 
ing tide, there was always tomorrow to build 
again. 

WE RODE LOGS we'd manhandled down the 
beach, not too round, they rolled over easily. We 
constructed rafts, ti^ with kelp; then pushed off 
to sea paddling and singing songs, such as Old 
Man River, in deep voices like Paul Robeson’s. 
We loved the big waves from the Empress and 
Princess boats. Sometimes our rafts broke up, 
then children laughing and shouting, dogs bark¬ 
ing, we'd be tumbled ashore amidst foam and 
wreckage, but no one was hurt, except for a few 
scrapes and bruises. 

We had no lifeguards in those days, but we 
obeyed most of the rules, like not swimming until 
on hour after lunch. None of us ever had cramps. 


sudden . r of wings said farewell and was 
gone. 

Not so intimate, but perhaps even more 
fascinating are the osprey, as circling overhead, 
borne upon ethereal streams they glide graceful¬ 
ly in ever widening circles until lost in space. 

Of the many sightings we have enjoyed 
through many years we had never before b^n 
privileged to witness the amazing «ight present¬ 
ed us one afternoon last summer. A pair of osprey 
flying above each other at a difference of per¬ 
haps 100 feet in altitude, circling and counter 
circling, their circles becoming narrower until 
finally spiraling upwards to be lost sight of in the 
vast expanse of sky. 

WITH US, 'THE PATTERN of summer would 
not be complete without two or three pairs of 
starlings nesting and raising their young in the 
trees before leaving us again for other parts, but 
not before having cleaned the garden of pests and 
this to be paid for by the loss of half our crop of 
plums, the birds probably seeking moisture. 

Annoying as this was, the sequel was delight¬ 
ful. Later, on three separate occasions the birds 
returned with considerable reinforcements to fill 
the air with song for about an hour each time. 

They had repaid their debt proving themsel¬ 
ves nobler creatures than wingless ones who 
creep in to plunder. 

Of all the birds which provided summer 
entertainment and pleasure, it was perhaps the 
more common and familiar robin that provided 
the main feature. To this particular lady robin 
this is her home, and her territory. Whether or 
not she has the same mate each summer, is her 
business, as is the nest building. 

Having, in other years, lost broods to crows 
she now builds very close to the bouse for 
protection. 

LAST YEAR, BUILDING her first nest in the 
wistaria under the eaves proved to be a complete 
disaster, this being the roosting place for a 
number of house sparrows which strongly re¬

. After mid-day, children were constantly pes¬ 
tering adults on the beach, for the time, anxious 
to get back in the water, when it was safe. 

WE SWAM AND PLAYED in those icy 
waters, which never wanned up on the hottest 
days, then flung our chilled bodies into the hot 
sand, burrrowing down, until only our heads 
stuck out, staying there 'til the lovely heat 
thawed our bones. On dull or wet days, we 
huddled round smoky beach fires, reluctant to go 
indoors. 

Friday or Saturday nights, weather permit¬ 
ting, the gospel singess appeared, complete with 
portable organ. H^y’d light a huge bonfire on 
our beach and the rollicking hymns and the 
dancing flames would fill me with happiness. 

THE BAY WAS RICH in sea life and we 
explored the rocks and tidal pools, to marvel at 
the strange and colorful creatures w'e found. 
Mornings were interesting, for who knew what 
treasures the tides had left for us. Glass balls 
from Japanese fishnets, stout planks with large 
nails for our rafts, or maybe a good raft, washed 
ashore from another bay. Just once there might 
be a bottle, with a message from a shipwrecked 
•vlor. 

■'apt. McNeill came into my life that first 
summer. He was a retired sea captain, who had 
.spent most of his life in the whaling service out of 
Japan. He was tall and well built, in his 80s. He 
always wore smoked glasses, 1 didn’t know then, 
he was going blind. 

HE WAS A GENTLE MAN, a fine teacher, 
who taught me respect for the sea and how to 
handle his sturdy clinker built boat. We’d row out 
to Trial Island, trailing a fishing line, taking

sented the intrusion, trying to tear the nest 
apart. 

Not being successful, new tactics were tried, 
such as dropping trash into it. The robin re¬ 
mained persistent and eventually laid two eggs, 
these being tossed out by the sparrows and 
dropped on to the hard ground below. Her next 
venture in nearby laurels proved more success¬ 
ful, to be followed by another nest, again in*the 
wistaria, but on a comer of a glass porch. 

Not only did this latest effort provide an ideal 
demonstration of the finer principles of home

The two birds worked long hours together 
before the nest was completed to their satisfac¬ 
tion, adorned with sprigs of silver leaved dusty 
miller, red pensteman flowers and red rose 
petals the inside cosily lined with dog hairs. 

During the incubation period, both birds took 
turns sitting on the nest. It seemed a short time 
when we saw signs of activity, the parent birds 
cleaning the debris from the nest, dropping an 
eggshell on the lawn in the process, something 
the crows quickly spotted. 

A DOZEN OR SO CROWS immediately flew 
in, brazenly determined to raid the nest, which 
we strongly defended until sunset when the crows 
retired and did not return the following days. 
Again the two birds worked tirelessly together 
not only feeding the two birds in the nest, but also 
three other fledglings from previous broods. 

The robins all want, all except our lady robin 
which remained with us, secure in the knowledge 
she would be cared for and fed during the coming 
winter. 

The frolicky swallows are always a joy, and I 
would indeed be remiss if I failed to mention the 
ravens. Being back on their flightways after an 
absence of some years, their genial good morn¬ 
ing “quarrack’^assuring us that summer is here 
again and all Is well with the world.

Recently, I read a most 
interesting book entitles Six 
Years War 1939-1945 by 
Barry Broadfoot. An unusual 
book in light of the fact that 
the author spent nearly a year 
travelling throughout Canada 
with tape recorder and note 
book asking people, of the 
appropriate age group, ^^what 
did you do in the war?”. 

The book is comprised of the answers that he 
received exactly as they were related to him. The 
replies to his question comprise experiences. 


adventures, impressions as related by former 
navy, army and air force personnel, men and 
women, as well as civilians employed in war 
work and other occupations; wives and mothers 
waiting at home. 

THE UNIQUE NATURE of this book makes 
absorbing reading. The author wrote a preface to 
the various sections of the book and at one point 
he refers to the *'many hundred of Canadian 
sailors — navy and merchant marine — that died 
in those bitter waters to keep that supply route 
open.’* He referred to the north Atlantic convoys. 

However, it occurred to me that it was rather 
extraordinary that during his travels Broadfoot 
never talked with any of the many hundreds of 
men» who served in Canada’s large war-thne 
merchant fleet; the Merchant Navy, as it was 
designated. 

Three interviews concerned merchant ships, 
tw^ of which were with men who served in the 
Duchess of Richmond and Warwick CasCie^ both 
British-owned and manned vessels, while the 
third recorded tale came secondhand froiq, a 
fellow whose uncle had served as second mate in 
a “rust bucket’’ in Atlantic convoys. 


CANADA HAD A LARGE FLEET of war¬ 
time merchant ships, but its existence and 
activities were kept under a cloak of silence and 
secrecy, as it was with all the forces. 

In 1939 Canada had no merchant marine to 
speak of but, with the commencement of war. 
shipyards on both coasts and the great lakes were 
soon building naval vessels and ocean going 
cargo vessels that comprised Canada’s Merchant 
Navy. 

The cargo ships were administered on behalf 
of the government by the Park Steamship Com¬ 
pany, a crown corporation. 

The ships were named after Canada’s na¬ 
tional, provincial and municipal parks and, as a 
class, were known as Victory ships. 

There were 175 ships i|ppre$enting an invest¬ 
ment of $270,000,000. Some 114 of the ships were 
10,000-ton (deadweight) freighters and 42 were of 
4,700 tons. Thirteen were 10,000-ton tankers and 
six were 3,000-ton tankers. The vessels were 
powered by reciprocating steam en^nes; a few 
were coal burners, but the majority were oil 
fired. 
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ONE OF THE l$,m-TON PARK SHIPS whkk formed Canada's war-time Merchaai Navy. 
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THE MEN WHO MANNED this suddenly 
mushrooming fleet came from all parts of Can¬ 
ada. Some were from coastal freighters, passen¬ 
gers vessels and tugs . . . seanien,^ngine room 
staff and catering department members who 
seized the opportunity to go “deep sea’’ while 
serving the war effort. 

Some came from lakq ships and others from 
the prairies, the lattel* o^n never having seen 
the sea beford, just as ft. wasr wUh many who 
joined the navy and whose first experience of the 
sea was aboaid a rolling, plunging corvette. Yet 
others were men who had found themselves 
medically unsuitable for the armed forces but 
were acceptable in the Merchant Navy. 

Due to the fact that there was a negligible 
pre-war Merchant NaVy, Canada was, in the 
be^nning, short of certificated masters, deck 
officers and engineers, so many of the first Park 
ships were officiated by men on loan from the 
British Merchant Navy ^ficers manning pool. 

As the required sea time was attaint for the 
attending of navigation and engineering schools 
and taking the required federal government 
exams, Canadians were soon taking places as 
masters, mates and engineers in the huge fleet. 


THE LARGER PARK VESSELS had two 
deck officer cadets who joined ships after pass¬ 
ing through St. Margaret’s Sea Training Sch^l in 
Nova Scotia. On the west coast, ships were 
manned out of two manning pools, one for 
officers situated in Sylvia 0>urt Hotel at English 
Bay. Vancouver, and one for ratings in the 
Dunsmuir Hotel. Vancouver. At these.locations 
men would await assignment to their first ships 
or bide their time after a voyage, while waiting 
f^T their next assignment. 

The Merchant Navy men manning the Park 
ships were civilians and were issued a Merchant 
Navy badge for the lapels of their shore going 
suits. The emblem comprised a circle of cope tied 
with a reef knot, surmounted by a Trinity House 
crown with CANADA beneath it. In the centre of 
the circle of rope appeared the letter M N. On the 
back of the badge was imprinted the official 
numbers to match that which appeared on the 
wearers’ I.D. card. 

Ashore, one wearing an M.N. badge was 
sometimes jokingly askc^ if it stood for Mater¬ 
nity Nurse? 

Ships crews were paid the current sea faring 


wages for those years, which were not so very 
substantial, plus a war bonus of 10 per cent of the 
wage, which still did not make pay as spectacular 
as some people were inclined to think. One bought 
one’s own uniforms and sea faring gear and paid 
income tax on a par witlqpther civilians. 

AT THE WARS’ ETO there were no war 
service gratuiti^ or Veteran’s Land Act bene¬ 
fits; the only allowance received was tuition paid, 
for a peri^ of time, to attend navigation or 
engineering school for One acquiring a further 
certificate. 

Each Park vessel was equipped with surface 
guns for guns fore and aft and anti-aircraft 
weapons. To maintain, and ntan the 'armaineDt, 
about nav^ ratings were attached to the ship. 
These men,'under a petty officer or leading 
seaman, were known .as the DEMSfgunners; 
DEhtS standing fort)^fensively Equipi^ Mer¬ 
chant Ship. The merchant crew*were trained in 
defence •of the ship, serving as ammunition 
supply parties or manning Derlekon and Lewis 
guns. 

WITH THE .^D of the war in 1945, the 
government of Canada lost no time in disposing 
of the Merchant Navy. Some ships went to 
Canadian shipping companies, but the majority 
were sold to foreign flag interests. Greece 
operated quite a number and many were sold to 
“flag of convenience’* shipping concerns. 

By the end of 1947 the War Assets C;orpora- 
tion announced that the entire fleet of the Park 
Steamship Company-had been sold. 

Today most, if not all, have been scrapped as 
being too slow, too small and completely obsolete 
in comparison with the fast cargo ships of today 
— container, bulk cargo and break car^ carry¬ 
ing leviathans, two or more times the size of the 
Park vessels. 

Former Park ships that were taken over by 
Canadian companies lasted but a few years after 
the war in that operating costs in competition 
with economically operated foreign flag ships 
made it more practical for the companies to be 
ship charterers rather than ship owners. For 
example, the late H. R. MacMillan’s Canadian 
Transport Company operated several former 
Park ships after the war, for the export of lumber 
and return to British Columbia with a cargo from 
overseas, or sometimes ballast. Today the com- 
, pany finds it expedient to -employ a fleet of 
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ROGUES and VAGABONDS 
of early Victoria 


Some of the more inter¬ 
esting characters who have 
walked Victoria streets in 
times past were those who, 
today, would be termed unde¬ 
sirables. 

Of course, citizens had names for such 
unwelcome types back then, too; our courts 
usually described them as “rogues and vaga¬ 
bonds,” a catch-all phrase used to define almost 
every iniquity short of murder. 

VILLAINS HAVE, jn fact, played a fascina¬ 
ting, if unwholesome, role in our history. Alas, as 
with so many other history-maIdtig pioneers, few 
have been honored with immortality. For these, 
old newspapers provide almost the only clue to 
their exploits. 

Sometimes their names never even made 
that honor roll of misdoers, the police blotter. 
Such as the cowardly assassin who ambushed a 
citizen on lonely Esquimalt Road, in the spring of 
1867. This infamous deed, wflh robbery as mo¬ 
tive, sent John Walton to his deathbed with his 
right arm shattered by a musket ball. 

Known to have made a large purchase of land 
that day, Walton was probably thought to be a 
promising mark. Almost two months after the 
attack, Walton's arm was amputated, but hopes 
for his recovery were slim, it being reported that 
“the sufferings of the unfortunate man have 
been so intense that his system has never ral¬ 
lied.” 

AND, REGRETTABLY, as we were forced 
to leave Mr. Walton in search of other informa¬ 
tion, not a single clue had been gained as to the 
identity of his assassin. However, not two days 
after this report, a second murder attempt was 
made, this time at the comer of Douglas and 


Giatham: “. . . A gentleman on the way home 
. . was sprang upon by an unknown man who 
plunged a knife into his left breast over the region 
of the heart.” 

Miraculously, the victim’s leather suspender 
buckle blunted the blow, saving its owner’s life, 
although he was seriously wounded.

As officials grimly noted, both attempted 
murders left little doubt that there “is at least 
one murderous-minded man in the community.” 

So much for this anonymous rogue and his 
evil intentions (assuming that the attacker was 
one and the same), as we pass on to more 
mayhem, of a lighter note. 

OUR NEXT ROGUE was a tailor by trade, a 
thief by choice. Upon finding himself in debt, one 
winter day in 1868, he simply closed his Govem- 
{ ment Street shop and made his way aboard the 
departing steamer Active. 

Reported the Colonist, with a scarcely sup¬ 
pressed chuckle: “Among the articles which he 
failed to account for were several pairs of 
trowsers and two coats sent in for repair. The 
absconder in one instance was really cruel. He 
took aWay with him the best and only suit 
belonging to a worthy citizen and left him sans 
coat, sans vest, sans trowsers, sans everything 
but his hat, lying in bed an entire day before the 
unfortunate man could replace the missing with 
new garments. 

“And the worst of the story is that the 
unprincipalled ninth part of a man was observed 
standing on the deck of the steamer as she moved 
off, cutting a dash in the worthy citizen’s clothes. 
Could impudence further go?” 

Indeed, impudence could further go and did 
— more than once! 


WHO COULD OVERLOOK “Pretty Frank, 
the masher,” who also left Victoria in a hurry, 
with a good portion of his employer’s receipts. 
But, of course, justice ultimately triumphed and 
Pretty Frank met his fate in Chico, Calif., where, 
to quote the colorful account, “a young woman 
having become ‘mashed’ on him he rewarded her 
by ‘mashing’Jier face while in a fit of passion. 
The brute is in cu.stody.” 


ANOTHER UNWANTED visitor to Victoria 
was New York businessman Obediah Adams, 
who passed through town in 1863, after a circuit¬ 
ous route of Upper Canada and the Cariboo. The 
reason for his wanderlust was the abrupt manner 
in which he had wrapped up his business affairs 
in New York. It seem that, according to that 
metropolis’ police department, Adams had taken 
leave of his partner with the company receipts, to 
the tune of $70,000. 

Immediately upon making his getaway he 
had headed north to Toronto, where he bedazzled 
the locals with his charm and apparently unlimit¬ 
ed means. However, he soon tired of that centre 
(perhaps he had heard that word of his escapades 
had reached New York) and decided to answer 
the call of adventure by heading westward to the 
gold fields of Cariboo. 

Unlike most of those who braved the ele¬ 
ments, hostile Indians and assorted hazards to 
seek their fortunes in the promised land of 
British Columbia, the former New York busi¬ 
nessman had no need to pick or pan for a 
gleaming of yellow in a riverbed, having carried 
his ill-gotten fortune with him. 


UPON LANDING in Victoria, Adams looked 
about the growing community, then leisurely 
continued on to Barkenille. However, weeks 
later, even the excitement of the “largest town 
we.st of Chicago and north of San Francisco” 
palled, and he returned to Victoria to book 
passage on the San Franci.sco bound .steamer, Ss. 
Pacific. 

But it was at this point that his lei.surely tour 
of the continent was rudely interrupted by John 
Merritt, who had finally run his quarry to earth 
after a yearlong, single-handed search. 

When, In fact, Merritt was at last able to 
snap handcuffs on the wandering*embezzler, he 
had called at Victoria not once, but three times. 
His first lead had come months before, when he 
had traced Adams to Toronto. But, upon his 
arrival there, he found that Adams had left for 
the Cariboo, and the detective glumly returned 
home for further instructions. 

His chief s answer was straight to the point: 
Merritt was to follow Adams to the ends of the 
civilized world if necessary. And the dogged dick 
did just that. 


MERRITX HAD BEEN faced with an imme¬ 
diate obstacle: Canada had not yet constructed 
its transcontinental railroad, making travel a 
hazardous undertaking at lH*st. For that matter, 
conditions below the border could hardly be 
termed bi'tter, as the North and South were then 
at war. Consequently, Merritt had had no choice 
but to cross the fever-ridden Isthmus of Panama 
and head up the West Coast, via San Francisco, 
by steamer. 

Weeks after, ail dangers safely a.stern, the 
weary detective .stepped ashore at outpost Vic¬ 
toria to present his credentials to Police Commis¬ 
sioner Augustus F. Pemberton-; only to find that, 
after all his travels, Pemberton could do little 
more than offer sympathy. A man answering 
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NOT ALL WHO JOURNEYED TO BARKERVILLE at the height of the Cariboo gold rush did 


so to seek their fortunes. Some hoped to escape from their pasts,,.

Obediah Adams’ description had recently passed 
through Victoria, en route to Barkerville. 

Undaunted, Merritt headed for Yale, only to 
return to Victoria, blushing — he had run out of 
money. This the indefatigable officer solved by 
running down to San Francisco where he ar¬ 
ranged for further financing and a warrant. 

IRONICALLY, for all of his problems in 
chasing the will-o’-wisp embezzler, Merritt was 
spared further effort upon his return to Victoria 
for the third time: Adams was also back in town 
and under the surveillance of Victoria police. 

Thus, ^ year and some thousands of miles 
later, both men came face to face in Victoria. 
Then they began the long journey -- together—to 
New York. 

For detective Johm Merritt, it was a job well 
done; for Obediah Adams, embezzler, the peni¬ 
tentiary! 

Adams was not Victoria’s only visitor with a 
past. 

MADAME LEONG GAN FEONG, a lady of 
Chinese extraction and questionable character, 
created quite a stir when she attempted to land 
here upon the arrival of the steamer Umatilla 
from San Francisco. Unfortunately for her, Col¬ 
lector of Customs (and keeper of public morals, it 
would seem) A. R. Milne refused her permission 
to set foot on Victoria’s soil. 

Although accompanied by a man who 
claimed to be her husband, Madame Leong 
wished to visit Victoria alone, her spouse having 
other plans. ’’The custom house authorities ol^ 
jected to this,” to quote the old account, as the 
notorious lady had once resided in Victoria and 
had been a ’’conspicuous character in one of the 
Cormorant Street dives,” before moving to the 
Bay City, marriage and, she said, respectability. 

SAN FRANCISCO, ALAS, had not liked her 
either, immigration officers having ordered her 
deported. Madame Leong’s lawyers had suc- 
ce^ed in initiating a two-year-long delay in the 
courts. The eventual ruling, however, remained 
unchanged: Madame Leong was to leave San 
Francisco immediately. Thus, days later, her 
arrival in Victoria on board the Umatilla. 

Thus, too, her falling victim of Collector 
Milne’s watchdogging against undesirable arriv¬ 
als. 
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’’The character of Leong Gan Feong,” it was 
reported, ”is, unfortunately for her, too well 
known here. For years she has lived an immoral 
life in Victoria. About two years ago she is said to 
have married, according to Chinese rites, a 
countryman of hers, and with him left for San 
Francisco. Here she was objected to on precisely 
the same grounds as are taken to her landing 
here. Bonds were then entered into by her alleged 
husband, a writ of habeas corpus obtained, and 
the woman allowed to go ashore pending the 
decision of the Supreme Onirt of San Francisco. 
After two years’ litigation the courts decided that 
they were justified in refusing to admit her Into 
the country. 

”SHE WAS ORDERED to be,deported to 
Victoria, and, as stated, arrived here yesterday 
morning. As her partner did not want to land with 
her Collector Milne refused to receive the woman 
herself.” 


Several city Chinese immmediately rushed 
to the lady’s defence, offering her legal assis¬ 
tance. The evil-minded Mr. Milne suspected 
them of being more interested in her professional 
potential than in her plight, and turned a deaf ear « 
to their pleas. When a gallant soul offered to join 
the lady in legal wedlock, aboard the steamer, 
Milne refused to allow it. 

As a result, the habeas corpus was not 
obtained, ’’the marriage ceremony was not per¬ 
formed, and, on her return trip, the Umatilla 
takes back to San Francisco, Leong Gan Feong.” 

Warned that the exile would try again. Col¬ 
lector Milne girded for further battle. Unhappily 
for Madame Leong, when the Umatiiia returned 
to the Bay City, she was not only refused permis¬ 
sion to land, but was locked up as preparations 
were made to deport her to CHiina. Thus ended her 
career as a scarlet woman in the City of Gardens, 
where, as everyone knows, such things just don’t 
happen!

Another 
grand old tradition held in high esteem by the 
IRISH is that hearty meal CORNED BEEF and 
CABBAGE. 





A SALUTE to the IR 


CORNED BEEF and CABBAGE ... put 
a four-pound corned beef brisket in a deep 
kettle and add water to cover. .4dd a 12-ounce 
bottle of beer or ale, one small onion sliced, 
one bay leaf, six whole cloves, and two sticks 
celery with leaves. 

PLACE cover on kettle, bring to a boil 
then reduce heat and simmer Tor four to five 
hours or until meat is tender. During the last 
30 minutes cooking time, add six to eight 
peeled whole potatoes. Cut a large head of 
green cabbage into thin wedges. Place in a 
large skillet, sprinkle with one-half tsp. salt, 
one-half cup beer or ale and one-half cup 
water. Cover with a tight fitting lid. Cook 
over medium heat for 15 minutes. 

Serve carefully on a hot platter. Arrange 
corned beef slices on top. Garnish withT sprigs 
or parsley. Serve the whole boiled potatoes 
around the corned beef, or in a separate bowl. 
Cold, thin sliced corned beef makes a fine 
.sandwich. Don’t forget the mustard (the hot 
kind). 

To go with your corned beef dinner I’m sure 
the luck of the Irish will be with you, if you sers e a 
luscious lime Pistachio Pie for dessert. 


UME PISTACHIO CHIFFON PIE ... 
soften one envelope of unflavored gelatine in 
a quarter cup cold water. Beat four egg yolk, 
beating into them one-half cup sugar. Add 
one-third cop lime Juke and one-quarter tsp. 
salt. Cook stirring over hot water until thick 
and smooth. Add two tsp. grated lime peel 
and the gelatine. .Stir until gelatine dissolves. 
Tint the mixture pale green with green 
vegetable food coloring. 


Now beat the four egg whites until they form

soft peaks. Fold into the whites a half cup of 
sugar and continue beating until the meringue 
stands in stiff peaks. Carefully fold the stiffly 
beaten egg whites into the cooled gelatine. Spoon 
into a nine-inch baked pie shell. Sprinkle with 
chopped pistachio nuts. Chill until .set. Erin go 
bragh it's a fine pie you’ve made. 

Almost everyone, Irish or not, likes Potato 
Cakes. They are good served with sausages at 
breakfast, with a hearty salad .at lunch, and nice 
with cold cuts. 


IRISH POT.4TO CAKES . . . two cups 
smoothly mash^ potatoes, one egg beaten, 
two tbsp. butter or margarine, one cup sifted 
all-purpose flour, three tsp. baking powder, 
one-half tsp. salt and fat for frying. 

Combine mashed potatoes, egg and soft 
butter. Beat until fluffy. Sift flour, baking pow¬ 
der and salt. Add to the potato mixture and knead 
lightly until well combined. Shape into a ball, pat 
out li^tly on a floured board and cut into wedges. 
The cakes should be about a quarter-inch thick. If 
you want smaller wedges divide the large ball of 
dough and cut it in half to make smaller balls, 
flatten and cut into wedges. Cook in a larger 
grea.sed skillet on top of stove. Turn once. Let 
the cakes get nice and brown. .Serve hot with 
butter. Makes six large cake or 12 small ones. 


I purchased a five-tier wire 
basket with a hook at the top 
and then fastened a decorative 
hook in the ceiling at the end of 
our small shower so that the 
basket would hang in the 
corner.

IRISH SODA BREAD... two cups 
EACH all-purpose flour aud whole wheat 
flour, one cup wheat germ, two tbsp. sugar, 
one tsp. salt, three tsp. baking powder, one 
tsp. baking soda, one-quarter cnp shortening 
(you can use bacon dripings) butter or mar¬ 
garine, one egg and enough buttermilk to 
make a nice soft dough. If desired you can 
use sour milk instead of buttermilk. 

Pre-heat the oven to 400° F. and grease two 
nine-inch layer cake pans. Sift flour, salt, sugar, 
baking powder, baking soda together. Add the 
whole wheat flour, add the wheat germ and mix 
all lightly with a fork. Cut in the shortening. Beat 
the egg and about one-half of the buttermilk. Mix 
well . . . you may need to add more milk. The 
dough should be soft but not sticky. It should 
handle nicely. Turn out on a floured board 
and knead lightly. 

DIVIDE THE DOCGH into two equal parts 
and .shape each piece into a round shape. Put in 


prepared pans and pat down until they fill the 
pans. Cut anleep cross across the top of each. Ttle 
irish say this cross is supposed to keep the devil 
away.

POTTERY... from craft to art 


New ceramic techniques 
developed by Robin Hopper 
from those of ancient masters 
have nudged pottery from a 
craft into the realm of art. His 
talent and craftsmanship have 
earned him recognition and 
honor at home and abroad, 
and at the same time have 
provided him with a comfort¬ 
able living. 

When a potter throws clay he's shaping a raw 
material with unlimited potential. At hand are 
ai^ number of clay mixtures, colors, glazes and 
surface effects, combinations of which he uses in 
creating his wares. These variables become even 
more infinity when stamped with his personal 
design and technique. 

**It's an extremely long and detailed craft to 
learn, a very technical art Jorm,” Hopper said. 
“It’s a mixture of art and science, no other media 
is so scientifically or chemically based. It takes 
15 years to train a potter. There are a lot of people 
who can make pots, but they aren’t generally 
accepted to be potters. 

“The quality of someone’s work is the decid¬ 
ing factor. Anybody who is doing good work has 
no trouble selling what he makes. It’s *a very 
exciting craft because of its variables. Although 
pottery has been around for centuries it’s still a 
very individual form of creation.’’ 

AT HIS STUDIO, a remodelled stable next to 
his Metchosin Road home, he and his wife. Sue, 
create functional pottery — mugs, jugs, goblets, 
casseroles and kitchenware sold exclusively on 
the premises — and one-of-a-kind “collectibles”. 
They moved to Metchosin in 1977 from Hillsdale, 
Ontario, with their children, Karon, Sarah and 
Jonathan. 

Hopper spent 10 years in Ontario, first as 
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head of the ceramics department of Central 
Technical School in Toronto and later as founder 
and head of the ceramics program at Georgian 
College in nearby Barrie. 

His work, displayed at eight national exhibi¬ 
tions and three one-man shows, won m'any 
awards and critical acclaim. During this period 
he lectured on pottery at numerous workshops 
and seminars, and served on the executive of the 
Canadian Guild of Crafts, the Canadian Guild of 
Potters and the Ontario Craft Foundation. He 
later founded and was first president of the Craft 
Collaborative. 

In 1973 Hopper gave up teaching and turned 
his full attention to producing a full range of 
domestic pottery in his Hillsdale studio. Spare 
time was devot^ t6 his research into ceramic 
techniques, designs and glazes. . 

Hopper, who was bom in 1939 at Selsdon in 
Surrey, England, began his artistic training at 
Croydon College of Art in 1955 and became 
interested in pottery quite by accident. He 
studied printmaking, etching and lithography 
during his first year, and after a chance summer 
job in a pottery found he was hooked on ceramics, 
his second year at Croydon saw him switch his 
major field to ceramics with printmaking re¬ 
tained as a secondary subject. 

IN HIS FINAL YEAR he took courses related 
to the theatre (acting, stage and property design) 
and after graduation worked in London's West 
Epd while he saved for his first studio. During 
summers he worked as a travel guide in Europe, 
which gave him a chance to study the history of 
ceramics in European art galleries and mu¬ 
seums. 

He opened his first ceramics studio in 1965 at 
Kintbury, Berkshire, and taught part time at the 
Berkshire College of Art in Reading. After hold¬ 
ing the first one-lnan show in Burford in 1968, 
Hopper emigrated to Canada. 

“When we first arrived in Canada there were 
less than 20 potters in the country. Now there are 
400 or 500,” he said. “There has been tremendous 
growth in just 12 years. I’ve trained quite a 
number of craftsmen in Ontario, up to four ap¬ 
prentices at any one time.” 

ARRIVING AT A TIME when the craft 


movement was in its infancy here (it caught on 
years earlier in Europe) Hopper found himself 
part of the “craft establishment”. Within six 
months of arriving in Canada he was shipping 
work to galleries and boutiques coast-to-coast. 

It meant 16-hour days and seven-day weeks 
trying to meet the demand, even w ith the appren¬ 
tices. When he realized the market was bottom¬ 
less it seemed logical to cut quantity in favor of 
quality. He let the apprentices go. got out of the 
wholesale market, and began selling pottery 
from his studio. 

By taking this step his functional pottery 
fetch^ higher prices, he escaped the high-vol¬ 
ume rut and found more time for one-of-a-kind 
and exhibit pieces. Examples of this type go to 
commercial galleries in Vancouver, Calgary, 
Winnipeg. Toronto and Montreal on a regular 
basis. Few ever make the return trip. 


TO ENSURE QUALITY in his vvork Hopper 
prefers to make his own clay. Clays are blended 
in different proportions with powdered rock for 
stoneware, earthenware and porcelain. Ae often 
goes through 1,000 pounds of clay a week in this 
fashion, and more when he’s working on an 
exhibit. His functional pottery is turned out in 
batches, so many mugs, jugs, goblets, dishes and 
cas.seroles at a time. Uniformity is preser\'ed by 
using a specific weight of clay for each piece. 

In producing casseroles, for example, the 
correct amount of clay is weighed out for each 
part, bowl, lid and handle. When'^ batch is 
finished at a glance they’re as alike as peas in a 
pod. Hopper experiments with different colored 
glazes and finishes for eye appeal and to relieve 
the monotony of turning out the same thing time 
aftertime. 

MOST OF HIS TABLEWARE owes its design 
and shape to years of trial and experimentation, 
and a certain extent to Hopper’s own pre¬ 
ferences. The shape of his wine goblet matches 
the contours of his fingers, palm and lower lip. 
while his two-finger coffee mug took shape over 
10 years. 

“Our designs seem to satisfy a great many 
ptK)ple. We don’t change the shape of our func- 
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licmal designs much because they have ‘been 
working for a long time. We develop new glazes 
and decorative techniques for our own satisfac¬ 
tion and other people seem to enjoy them as 
well.” 

Hopper’s techniques, developed over a 25- 
year career , have gained him an international 
following. In 1978, in recognition of this talent, he 
became the first recipient of the Saidye Bronf- • 
man Annual Award for Excellence In the Crafts. 
The award was established by Canadiarr craft 
organizations to honor craftsmen in various 
fields. It is the highest honor a craftsman caif be 
paid by his peers. Being singled out as a crafts¬ 
man's craftsman has b^n a major shot in the 
arm. Hopper said. 

As a result of receiving the Bronfman award 
he mounted a major exhibition of his work — 67. 
one-of-a kind pieces created In just four months. 

It was unveiled at the Art Gallery of Greater 
Victoria and will be on tour of public galleries 
across Canada until 1982. The exhibit Explora¬ 
tions Within a Landscape^ combines the best of 
Hopper’s creative genius with finishing tech¬ 
niques of ancient potters, explored and devel¬ 
oped by him. 

One of these methods, typified in the Land¬ 
scapes exhibit, is Agateware, in which the potter 
builds up different colored clays to resemble the 
stratified layers seen in rock cuts or exposed by 
erosion. Another old technique is Mocha Diffu¬ 
sion, a late 18th and 19th century practice using 
oxides and acids to produce feathery, tree-like 
patterns in colored liquid clays, or slips as they 
are known in potter’s circles. A third method is 
Neriage, an ancient japanese inlay technique of 
contrasting clays laminated, cross-cut and 
pressed into molds In conjuncton with these 
techniques hopper has employed multiple glazes 
to develop the full potential of his ceramics. 

’’HAVING BEEN A PRINTMAKER, I use 
printmaking concepts, particularly in my land¬ 
scape forms,” he said. ”1 get my ideas looking at 
landscapes, sunsets, seashells, geological for¬ 
mations, pieces of rock or mineral. Most of my 
inspiration comes from nature and is trans¬ 
formed through historical techniques. E.s.sential- 
ly techniques haven't changed, it's the inspira¬ 
tion behind them.” 

Random titles from the Bronfman exhibit — 

^ panoramic bottles, plates and vases bearing 
names such as Metchosin Mountain, Olympic 
Mists, Dry Heat Kamlo^ and Misty Forest — 
offer proof of the inspiration Hopper borrows 
from the land. His kitchenware and functional 
pottery are decorated in a similar vein with leaf 
and flower patterns and impressionistic land¬ 
scape motifs. 

THERE’S BEEN TREMENDOUS accep¬ 
tance of pottery since the war, first in Europe and 
more recently in North America. People are fed 
up with mass production, preferring hand-made 
things instead. This trend has carried over to 
collectors as well and many find contemporary 
crafts an attractive proposition. Less expensive 
than art or sculpture and equally as eye appeal¬ 
ing, crafts have come into their own as collect¬ 
ibles. Many Canadian craftsmen producing such 
works have built international reputations before 
they are well known at home, be said. 

Hopper insists people are getting a good deal 
in buying crafts. 

“There is good, bad and indifferent pottery 
on the market, but the really good work is there if 
you search it out. It's amazing that even in 
difficult economic times people want crafts, 
objects that reflect human ties rather than a 
mass produced, machine existence. 

’’ONE OF THE NICE THINGS about pottery 
is its historical traditions. People have been 
making pottery for 10,000 years and it hasn’t 
changed all that much. There are more sophisti¬ 
cated methods now, but \ve haven’t changed the 
process much. We still take earth out of the 
ground and cook it.” 

“Essentially we’re making the antiques of 
the future. Mass-produced pottery won't bec*orae 
valuable, but band-made pieces will.”

AUXILIARY POLICE 
— Duncan detachment 


It^s the first night of the 
big snow; RCMP CpL Clark 
Stewart and Auxiliary Con¬ 
stable Paul Chalmers are 
enroute to a Duncan residen¬ 
tial area where there has been 
a complaint of kids snow-rid¬ 
ing while holding onto the 
back bumper of a Volkswa¬ 
gen. 


Tlie joyriders are located and told of the 
dangers in what they are doing — told in a 
friendly way, as. after all, Stewart and pialmers 
had just been recalling the snow-jinks of their 
youth. 

Responding in just as friendly a manner, the 
kids voice pleasure as I snap their picture from 
my place in the back seat of the police car — a 
place usually reserved for parties guilty of acts 
greater than having a seat belt only half en¬ 
gaged. 


THANKFULLY, THE CALL hadn't been for 
a fender bender, or wofse yet, one which included 
ipjipes to persons; but if the call had been a 
serious one. Special Constable Chalmers would 
have been prepared. He’s had ^4 years experi- 
. ence as an auxiliary constable and has just 
updated his training through a rigorous course 
headed by Cpl. Clark Stewhrt and conducted by 
Const. Ron Sharein. 

**The training program is conducted over a 
year and a half,” Sharein had informed me 
earlier that evening. ’’Members attend when 
they are able. There are four exams and a 
passing mark is required. Instructors are mem¬ 
bers of the force and any knowledgeable out¬ 
siders we can get.” 

Sharein, who himself was an auxiliary con- 
sUble in Langlqy and Chilliwack before joining 
^ the regular force in Duncan, was asked if the 
course included any forensic details. He said a 
film of an autopsy was shown so auxiliary 
constables could psychologically prepared for 
the real thing. 

AUXILL4RY VOLUNTEERS take the 
course after they have sworn oaths of service, 
office, and allegiance. An additional oath is 
required since t^ circumstance where a main¬ 
land unemployed auxiliary constable was injured 
on his volunteer job and his claim for compensa¬ 
tion was rejected by the Worker’s Compensation 
Board; RCMP Auxiliary volunteers now swear in 
as ’’special provincial constables for the prov¬ 
ince” and are covered until such time the Work¬ 
er's Compensation problem is solved. These 
special provincial constables sign in and out for 
duty and thereby record their actual service 
hours. 

Note the training program printed elsewhere 
in this article and that small arms training is 
included. Auxiliary police are not permited to 
carry firearms but know bow to use them if an 
emergency situation arises. Ron Sharein says: 
”If I am down and out, my auxiliary assis^^nt can 
use my firearm. He’d also know how to use the 
shotguns locked in the car. The force has rifles 
but not the facilities to train the auxiliary in their 
use.” 

S. Sgt. Karl von Brevern, head of the Duncan 


detachment and outlying areas, commented fur¬ 
ther on the firearm aspect: ”ln situations where 
regular police are dealing with armed criminals, 
the auxiliary person would be given duties in 
point control or crowd control — if one had 
gathered. The training is done on a local basis. 
The auxiliary here requested the training in 
firearms. To keep interest up, auxiliary mem¬ 
bers compete In shoots. Now in case of civil 
disaster, I would assume the auxiliaiy would be 
the first civilians to be armed.” 


CIVIL DISASTER AND DEFENCE is the 
reason why the auxiliary pobce we re form ed in 
the first place. They were to assist the regular 
police in preserving law and order, protecting 
life and property, preventing crime, and in the 
pursuing and prosecuting of criminals. And, 
according to the auxiliary police manual: ’’Dur¬ 
ing times of emergency or disaster some of the 
more important duties will includo, in addition, 
the enforcement of emergency government regu¬ 
lations, traffic duties to facilitate the movement 
of persons and vehicles, prevention of looting of 
partly demolished premises and homes, and 
assistance to other services in relieving distress 
of injured and homeless persons.” 

’’Right now their only responsibility is to 
report in if there is a civil disaster,” says S. Sgt. 
von Brevern. ’’Nuclear attack was on everyone’s 
mind when that manual was made op in 19S3. 
Now the auxiliary is meant to provide backup to 
local authorities and to provi^ interested citi¬ 
zens an outlet in police work.” 

ORIGINALLY THE AUXILIARY was com¬ 
posed of ex-policemen. It now includ.es local 
citizens employed in other types of business. 


Members do not receive pay except in cases of 
guarding airplane crashes, guarding prisoners at 
hospitals, assisting on Halloween night, and in 
the policing of dances in some communities. The 
provincial government supplies uniforms to the 
volunteers, all of whom, have been security 
screened. 

S. Sgt. von Brevern was asked why the RCMP 
uses the services of auxiliary police rather than 
hire fulltime constables, ‘‘Because it is part time 
work and they want to assist. Some of these 
volunteers use the auxiliary as a stepping stone to 
permanent police careers. Some members be- 
f long, but don’t come out. Others do so much. And 
it is a thankless job at times. The auxiliary people 
take the same abuse as the regulars do.” 


WHY WOULD PEOPLE want to join the 
auxiliary considering they are not paid, except on 
special occasions, and their lives could be endan¬ 
gered? S. Sgt. Brevern replied: ‘’I’ve wondered 
that. And I think that deep down these people 
wanted to be policemen, but just didn’t take the 
steps. Some ^ it for their community. Others 
might have been in the armed services and miss 
the discipline and comradeship. Or they enjoy the 
nature of the work. There is excitement in police 
work and in the first hand knowledge of whaf is 
going on. Retired regulars like to come back and 
associate as it has proven to be a traumatic 
experience to completely retire from police 
work.” 

Const. Sharein thinks the lack of formal 
education might have held back some auxiliary 
members from becoming regular police mem¬ 
bers; to join the auxiliary, a person may have less 
than a grade 10 education if other desirable 
qualities are evident. Sharein sdys: “Others don’t

want to join what I call normal community 
activKies, but out of sense of duty to their 
community — words they wouldn’t use because 
they are too heavy — khey volunteer their ser¬ 
vices to the police forcer” 

PAUL CHALMERS, one of the 25 auxiliary 
members in Duncan and the outlying areas, 
always wanted a police career and originally 
joined the Victoria auxiliary in 1966 to feel his 
way. However, he advanced well in his regular 
job so he never made the change. 

There are no special requisites asked of new 
auxiliary members except that they be between 
the ages of 20 and 55 and are at least the height of 
five feet six inches (males) or five feet two 
inches (females). Medicals are not required 
unless an ailment is suspected (established mem¬ 
bers must have a medical if they wish to continue 
service beyond age 55). Special pre-knowledge, 
such as first aid, is not required. Some auxiliary 
members do hold first aid certificates derived 
from courses offered by their regular employers. 

**First aid is not pushed in the Duncan auxiliary,** 
says von Brevem. “Here there is the quick 
availability of ambulance service and the close 
proximity of hospitals.’* 


I ASKED S. SGT. VON BREVERN about 
discipline—or courage; what assurance of this is 
there when the volunteers haven’t had the full 
training of a regular constable? “They have 
sufficient training in discipline,** he said. “They 
work with our p^ple and see discipline. And you 
have to put the situation in proper perspective. If 
an auxiliary man refuses to go into a burning 
house, we have to ask ourselves why we are 
asking a volunteer to do that?” 

Const. Sharein says: “The volunteers not 
only learn discipline from regular constables, but 
by job knowledge and input. The auxiliai^ polices 
i^lf. That is why they have made up an associa¬ 
tion. These associations are not throughout B.C., 
but just in some detachments.’* 


COURAGE AMONG AUXlUARY people is 
evident in many situations biit seldom lauded. 
Two incidents involving auxiliary cceistable cour¬ 
age, and recalled by the regulars, are these: an 
auxiliary member in Port Albemi pulled a person 
to safety from a burning boat (that auxiliary 
person is now a regular with the Sidney detach¬ 
ment); another auxiliary person, involved in a 
chase situation while assisting in the arrest of a 
man wanted on a Canada-wide warrant for fraud, 
was assaulted by the accused and slightly in¬ 
jured.

“Do you have 
snow tires or chains? No, she said. “Then you’d 
be fined $35 if you were caught without that 
protection,” he advised. 

A younger woman stopped him to ask about 
kids snow-riding on the bumper of her car. She 
said she got so annoyed at the riders she braked 
her car. Chalmers cautioned her that braking 
could cause serious injury to a rider. “Just phone 
in and complain to headquarters,” he informed 
her.

The premier in 
those years was 
Thomas Dufferin 
Pattullo, ill the prov* 
ince^s highest elec¬ 
tive office from 1933 
to 1941, gruff, hand¬ 
some, a stickler for 
etiquette, who once 
wanted royal titles 
restored for Cana¬ 
dians, so that he 
might be Sir Thomas 
— or perhaps Sir 
Duff. 


Invitatioiis lo the PattuUo din- 
* ners were eagerly sought, and as 
much prized as a Government 
House tevitation, or a bkl to call on 
Mrs. James Dunsmuir at Hatley 
Park. 

During the Pattullo years as 
premier. Government House was 
, home to three lieutenant-gover- 
I nors — Hon. J. W. Fordham John¬ 
son, iion. E. W. Hamber, and Hon. 
W.C. Woodward. 

The most important people 
Pattullo, as premier, welcomed to 
British Columbia, were the Presi¬ 
dent of the United States, and Mrs. 
Franklin Delano Roosevelt, in 
1937, and King George VI and 
Queen Elizabeth in 1939. 

TflE GUEST LISTS and the 
menus for the Pattullo dinners are 
preserved in the Pattullo papers in 
the Provincial Archives. 

The dinners were usually given 
during a legislative session^ here’s 
the guest list for a 1934 dinner:

ON THE EVENING of Oct. 21 , 
1S|41, there was to be a victor>’ 
celebration in the fine stone Pat¬ 
tullo mansion on the Oak Bay wa¬ 
terfront. 

The invitation to Victoria’s top 
Liberals was this: “The Premier is 
arranging for receiving election 
returns at his home on the night of 
Oct. 21, and he and Mrs. Pattullo 
will be glad if you will be present.’’ 

And there they were, the night 
of Oct, 21 , 1941, gathered on the 
rich Persian rugs in the Pattullo 
residence, all the big-wig Liberals 
of Greater victoria, getting ready 
to drink a toast to another Liberal 
victory at the polls. 

But — what did they hear from 
the blaring radio? 


THEY HEARD THAT the Lib¬ 
erals weren’t going to make it. 
They could hardly believe it. W’hy. 
it was impossible! Who was doing 
the damage? No, not the Con.ser- 
vatives, but those pesky socialists. 

The guests did their best to 
keep cheerful, but it was difficult; 
in two hours everyone knew the 
Pattullo government had been re¬ 
elected, but with only a minority of 
legislative seats. 

There were no victory jigs, and 
the toasts were not to victory’, but 
to future strength; the saddened 
Liberals were all away from the 
Pattullo house by 10 p.m., leaving 
“the chief’’ to lie awake all night 
wondering how to handle this un¬ 
expected humiliation and political 
crisis. 

■ # # ★ 

THAT OCTOBER DATE of 
nearly 40 years ago was the begin¬ 
ning of the end of Liberal rule-, 
proviricially, in British Columbia. 

The immediate result of the 
1941 election was the Coalition gov¬ 
ernment of Liberals and Conser¬ 
vatives, with which Pattullo would 
have nothing to do, and so the 
Liberals fired him out of the Pre¬ 
mier’s office and put in John 
Hart. 

The Liberals, under Hart and 
ByTon Johnson, remained top dogs 
in the Coalition for eight years. 

NOT SINCE 1937 have the Lib- 
e;^ been elected a majority gov- 
^ e^ment in British Columbia — 
* and 1 don’t suppose they’ll ever be 
again In the seats of the mighty ij;i 
this province. 

liiere’i now pot one Liberal in 
our Legislature, any more than 
thereis one Conervative. 

.fliat’s even worse than the 
years between 1941 and 1945, when 
the deposed Duff Pattullo was the 
sole, defiant no-strings-attached 
Liberal, sneering at his former 
Liberal colleagues, who, in his 
view, had sold out their principles 
to political expediency. 

In the wake of the Liberal deba¬ 
cle at the polls, November 011941 
saw British Columbia in govern¬ 
mental turmoil, Mr. Pattullo pre¬ 
siding over a cabinet of ministers 
who. at times, didn’t seem to know 
even their own minds. 

The Premier was determined 
to go it alone, taking his chances on 
defeat in the Legislature, he felt 
that, somehow, he could scrape 
through. 

BUT — MOST MEMBERS of 
nis cabinet were listening to Fi¬ 
nance Minister John Hart, who 
was promoting coalitions with the 
Conservatives. Mr. Pattullo 
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looked upon this as treason to the 
Liberal cause. 

Hart, in Pattullo’s view, was 
only trying to promote himself. 

The Pattullo press releases in 
this turbulent period are in the 
Pattullo papers in the Archives. 

I can hardly believe All that 
they say; it was so confusing an 
era. The public’s head must have 
been fair spinning around all over 
the place. 

It must have seemed to the 
public that everyone in the legisla¬ 
tive buildings had gone mad, more 
mad than usual, for goings-on in 
this building are often very mad 
indeed. 

Those taking part in the mad 
scenes insist that it is nothing 
more than exercises in true British 
democracy. 

BE THAT AS IT MAY, here are 
the Pattullo press releases: 

Nov. 14, 1941 — “1 am sorry to 
announce that Mr. Pearson has 
resigned from the government, as 
he had done notable work in the 
department of labor. 

“On Wednesday I told Mr. 
Pearson that I proposed to have 
him appointed provincal secretary 
and minister of education. 

“He suggested that he would 
prefer to take the portfolios of 
provincial secretary and labor. 

“I pointed out that that would 
not fit in with the total organiza¬ 
tion which I had in mind, and, upon 
my saying that 1 intended to ask 
Mr. Asselstine to take labor, Mr. 
Pearson gave his assent. 

“This morning, after I com¬ 
pleted arrangements, Mr. Pear¬ 
son came to my office and said 
that he did not like the shuffle of 
portfolios, and, when I could not

‘ agree to make any changes, he 
said that he did not like the ap¬ 
proach to the question, and conse¬ 
quently could not accept the port¬ 
folios as suggested. 

“I replied that, under those 
Circumstances, I supposed there 
was nothing for him to do, but to 
tender his resignation, which he 
did, and which I accepted.” 

PATTULLO SUSPICIONED 
that Hart was behind this Pearson 
about-face, and there’s little doubt 
that was it. 

Nov. 16, 1941 — This morning, 
at Government House, Mr. Assel- 
stine was sworn in as minister of 
labor. 

“Capt. Leary was sworn in as 
minister of mines, and trade and 
industry, vacated by Mr. Assel¬ 
stine.. 

Mr. Norman Whittaker was 
sworn in as attorney-general.” 

Nov. 17, 1941 — “Mr. Thomas 
King, member for Columbia, was 
sworn in at Government House 
today as minister of public 
works.” 

NOV. 18, 1941 — “The position 
of political affairs is now such 
that, with very great regret, I 
have felt it necessary to call for 
the resignation of Hon. John Hart 
as minister of finance. 

“I am, myself, taking over, the 
portfolio of finance. ^ 

“The finances of the province, 
which have been so admirably 
administered by Mr. Hart, under 
my premiership, will, under my 
immediate administration of the 
department of finance, be 
thoroughly safeguarded.” 

Nov. 19, 1941 — Hon. Dr. Weir 
advised me that he is leaving for 
Ottawa tomorrow, so he will not be

(AT THIS POINT PATTULLO 
was premier, minister of finance 
and minister of education. Dr. 
Weir, who had been defeated in 
Vancouver, suddenly took a posi¬ 
tion in Ottawa.) 

Nov. 20, 1941 — “Hon. Norman 
Whittaker has tendered his resig¬ 
nation as attorney-general. 

“I am sorry that he prema¬ 
turely made this public before I 
had accepted his resignation, and 
because I have not yet accepted it. 

“The only observ'ation I have to 
make is that a few days ago Mr. 
Whittaker was not a Coalitionist, 
and today he Is.” 

Whittaker was a giant killer, in 
the 1933 election he defeated a 
sitting Premier, Dr. William 
Fraser Tolroie, in Saanich dding. 
After his turbulent few days as 
attorney-general, he became Mr. 
Speaker in the Hart coalition days, 
and then went to the High Court 
Bench. 

The late Socialist Rae Eddie 
knocked off Premier Byron John¬ 
son in 1952. 

Nov. 22, 1941 — “Premier Pat¬ 
tullo states that he has accepted 
Mr. Norman Whittaker’s resigna¬ 
tion as attorney-general, to take 
effect on Monday next when he, 
himself, will be sworn in as attor¬ 
ney-general.” « 

(PATTULLO WAS THEN pre¬ 


mier, minister of finance, minis¬ 
ter of education and attorney-gen¬ 
eral.) 

Nov. 23, 1941 — “Premier Pat¬ 
tullo announces that Mr. Prank 
Putnam, member for Nelson- 
Creston, was sworn in today, at 
(Government House, as minister of 
agriculture.” 

BEFORE THE END of Novem¬ 
ber, the Liberal Party, in conven¬ 
tion, assembled in Vancouver, put 
in John Hart as leader, and so 
Pattullo was out of that job. 

Then, acting in accordance 
with precedent, Pattullo swal¬ 
lowed a large slice of humble pie, 
and recommended to the Lieutep- 
ant-(yovemor that Hart be called 
• upon to form a government. 

Thus, Hart faHM;ame Premier by 
grace of a political party, not by 
the say-so of the people. 

IN EARLY JANUARY of 1942, 
the Legislature met for the first 
time under coalition auspices. 

No. 2 man, after Hart, was the 
(Conservative leader. Royal Letb- 
ington (Pat) Maitland, who be¬ 
came attorney-general. 

It was October in 1945 before 
the people had their say on coali¬ 
tion — and they overwhelmingly 
voted for it, almost submerging 
the Harold Winch socialists. 

’Duff Pattullo, in his old age, 
forgave his former colleagues, 
who had become his political ene¬ 
mies, but I’m sure he felt just a bit 
of satisfaction when they were 
snowdd underby W. A.C. Bennett’s 
^ial (Credit in 1952. 

. HE WAS THE LAST Uberal to 
be elected Premier of British Co¬ 
lumbia — and I don’t suppose 
there will be another. 

At his funeral in 1956 they sang 
Dare to be Daniel, dare to stand 
alone.

Can you imagine being 
able to watch two basketball 
games, then dance to a real 
three or four-piece orchestra, 
such as Stan Crosses and have 
coffee, sandwiches and cake 
served to you, all for the price 
of 25 cents? 

That is what many people enjoyed doing 
every Saturday night about 46 years ago right 
here in Victoria. 

ALL TWS WAS BROUGHT to mind recently 
when a friend and I .started reminiscing about 
those *‘good old days'* . . . the days of Bob Whyte 
and his first generation girl’s basketball teams, 
the old Saanich and Suburban League, and those 
wonderful Saturday night games of the 1930s. 

Some of the old halls we played in were really 
something to remember too. I can recall the old 
Charters Hall at Sooke, with a chicken wire 
partition separating the fans from the players on 
the floor. 

Luxton Hall had a full-length balcony over¬ 
hanging one end of the dance floor, a great place 
to sit out a moonlight waltz with your best beau. 
And the old Luxton Hall before that one must 
have had about 100 steps up to the front door. You ‘ 
got plenty of exerci.se just entering the hall. 

Then there was the Old West Road Hall, now 
gone, out Brentwood way. The Royal Oak Hall 
still stands today, as does the Lakehill Hall, and 
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from the outside, neither one appears to have 
changed much over the years. 

HOW WE LIVED FOR Saturday nights in 
tho.se days! And if we were scheduled to play an 
away-from-home game, oRen as many as five 
regular players, two spares, and the coach, 
would all pile into one old touring car and head for 
one of those halls ... 20 miles there and 20 miles 
back again over narrow, bumpy, winding roads. 

The girls' basketball games were always 
played first, usually as early as seven o’clock, 
then the men’s teams took over the floor. This left 
us lots of time to primp and dress up for the 
dance, which, believe me, was no mean feat in 
some of those old halls. 

Just imagine 14 or more teen-age girls, all 
clamoring for the use of one or two mirrors over a

.:ink in a draughty old washroom. Rarely were 
there luxuries as hot water, or even one shower 
installed in those days. 

However, somehow we all managed to look 
our best, and even to make it out in time to bv able 
to cheer on our men’s team in the last of their 
game. 

THERE WERE FIVE OR .SIX teams com¬ 
peting for the league championship trophy in the 
Saanich and Suburban League. Names that come 
to mind are the Michaelsens of .Sooke, the Peatts 
and Pierceys of Colwood, W'est Road and Thom¬ 


son, Rice, and Sluggets. The Handys, Steins, 
Lemon, and Paterson of Lakehill and Royal Oak, 
just to name a few. 

Luxton had twe very good teams, mens’ and 
ladies’ both being winners. Names like Rhode, 
Heaths, and MacKays were prominent. 

Of the referees, I can remember the names 
of Le Marquand, de Macedo, and McKinty. 

In between our regular league games we 
would often get to play an exhibition game just 
for practise. This would be against far superior 
teams to ours, such as the Maroons, with such 
farhous names as Flo and Marion Kennedy, Mary 
Peden, and Jane Trotter. 

Of course we always got clobbered, but did 
gain much experience from such encounters, or' 
so our coach always told us afterwards to make 
us feel better. Even then, though, the .scores 
never seemed so high, nor did the ref’s whistle 
blow as often as it does in a game today. 

IN THO.se DAYS, TOO, we had to make or 
buy our own uniforms. And we also had to go out 
and find our own individual sponsor ... someone 
was required to pay out three or four dollars for a 
sweatshirt with his firm’s name printed across 
the back in large white letters. At least we all 
wore the same color sweatshirts, even though 
each player on the Team had a diffenmt adver 
ti.sement across his or her back. 

No, the uniforms we wore were not very 
fancy, and there were no C'heerleaders or spa¬ 
cious gymnasiums, yet the spirit of competition 
was just as keen as today, maybe even more so. 
And bt'st of all, the crowds came, and they stayed 
on for the big dance afterwards, and the good 
eats at intermission time, and it was a lot of fun 
while it lasted. 

.Sunday, March 16, 1980 
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
